HELENA, 

The  commercial  metropolis  of  Montana. 
First  settled  by  a  party  led  by  the  enter¬ 
prising  Fisk  Brothers  (now  reaping  the 
substantial  fruit  of  their  labors  in  the 
possession  of  the  best  newspaper  office 
in  the  territory),  they  worked  on  quietly 
until  the  fame  of  the  Last  Chance  Mines 
went  abroad  throughout  the  land,  and  a 
city  arose  like  an  exhalation,  taking  its 
name  from  the  resemblance  of  the  sur¬ 
rounding  hills  to  those  in  the  Isle  of  St. 
Helena. 

The  announcement  in  the  daily  papers 
of  the  arrival  of  three  Presbyterian  min¬ 
isters,  brought  great  joy  to  many  loyal 
hearts  that  had  for  long  years  been  wait¬ 
ing  and  praying  and  watching  for  the 
time  when  they  might  again  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Rev.  William  S.  Frackelton  going  for¬ 
ward  to  Bozeman,  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Russel 
remaining  at  Helena,  I  took  the  coach  for 
Gallatin  City,  at  the  uncomfortable  hour 
of  3  A.  M.  During  the  morning  we  pass¬ 
ed  the  ruins  of  four  mining  camps  bear¬ 
ing  the  suggestive  names  of  Hog-’em, 
Cheat-’em,  Catch-’em,  and  Keep’-em. 
Dinner  was  obtained  at  Radersburgh,  a 
small  mining  cami)  and  the  county  seat 
of  Jefferson.  All  afternoon  the  eye  feast¬ 
ed  on  an  endless  succession  of  mountain 
peaks,  w'hich  springing  from  the  border¬ 
ing  uplands,  lifted  their  rocky  sides  white 
with  snow,  far  into  the  sky. 

Towards  evening,  crossing  the  Jefferson 
and  Madison  rivers,  we  were  at  a  small 
village, 

GALLATIN  CITY, 

• 

Around  Gallatin  is  a  valley  of  remark¬ 
able  fertility  and  an  area  equal  to  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

The  magnificent  mountain  ranges  cir¬ 
cling  around  were  a  fitting  framework  to 
the  flow’er-covered  plain  at  their  feet. 
Gallatin  is  at  the  proposed  crossing  of 
the  Missouri  river  by  the  Northern  Pa¬ 
cific  railroad,  and  aspires  to  be  the  future 
capital  of  the  coming  State.  Presbyteri¬ 
ans  were  soon  found,  and  arrangements 
made  for  preaching  on  the  following  eve¬ 
ning.  Posters  were  tacked  up  around  the 
village,  and  a  boy  started  out  on  horseback 
to  notify  the  neighboring  farmers  or  ranch¬ 
men  (as  they  are  called  in  the  territories). 
At  the  appointed  time,  in  an  unfinished 
store  loft,  in  the  presence  of  the  largest 
congregation  ever  assembled  at  Gallatin, 
a  Presbyterian  church  was  organized  and 
a  ruling  elder  duly  elected  and  installed. 

The  following  morning,  leaving  his 
carpetbag  to  come  on  with  the  coach, 
your  correspondent  hastened  forward 
eighteen  miles  on  foot  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  a  service  at  Hamilton. 

On  either  side  of  the  Gallatin  river 
ranches  dotted  the  way,  with  their  fields 
of  tlirifty  wheat,  oats,  and  potatoes, 
while  large  herds  of  cattle  were  feeding 
upon  the  uplands.  In  due  time  Hamilton 
was  reached,  and  arrangements  made  for 
a  service  on  the  following  Monday.  In 
the  evening  we  took  the  coach  again,  and 
after  a  long  detention  at  the  crossing  of 
the  Gallatin,  about  midnight  reached 

BOZEMAN. 

This  village  was  named  after  an  early 
pioneer,  who  discovered  a  pass  through 
the  mountains,  and  opened  for  emigrants 
a  shorter  road  to  Montana.  Like  the 
majority  of  the  pioneers  of  this  region, 
he  was  killed  by  the  Indians.  Situated 
at  the  foot  of  the  Belt  Range,  and  at  the 
mouth  of  Bozeman  Pass,  through  which 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  is  expected 
to  run,  it  is  considered  one  of  the  most 
important  prospective  business  centres 
in  Montana.  It  is  a  picturesque  village, 
with  grand  surroundings.  Four  hundred 
miles  of  mountains  are  distinctly  trace¬ 
able  with  the  eye.  And  then  imagination 
comes  in  to  supplement  these  scenes  of 
grandeur,  as  it  remembers  that  just  over 
that  mountain,  a  few  miles  to  the  south¬ 
east,  is  some  of  the  wildest  scenery  on 
the  continent — the  enchanted  land  where 
trappers  declare  that  “  they  have  seen 
trees,  game,  and  even  Indians  petrified, 
and  yet  looking  as  natural  as  life.  Where 
they  have  seen  a  mountain  of  quartz  so 
transparent  that  they  could  see  the  mules 
feeding  on  the  other  side  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  many  of  the  wonderful  freaks  of 
nature,  w’hich  are  usually  looked  for  and 
found  over  many  and  widely  separated 
lands.  For  just  beyond  those  white  peaks 
is  the  Yellow  Stone  Park,  with  its  lake 
Shining  and  glittering  like  a  huge  mass 
of  molten  silver ;  *  its  Innuniet^le  hot 
springs,  mud  geysers,  and  weird  rock 
formations  ;  its  beautiful  river  foaming 
and  dashing  down  the  giddy  heights,  or

THE  NORTHERN  TERRITORIES. 

A  MiMionary  Tour  of  Five  Thonnnd  Milee. 

By  Rev.  Sheldon  Jsekion. 

That  was  a  lovely  morning  when,  nine 
in  the  coach,  and  nearly  as  many  oh  the 
outside,  we  wheeled  out  of  the  goodly 
city  of  Corinne,  Utah.  All  day  long  we 
rode  up  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Malad, 
through  occasional  camps  of  Shoshone 
Indians  and  scattered  Mormon  settle¬ 
ments,  with  their  adobe  houses,  mud 
roofs,  and  wicker  fences.  Yellow,  scar¬ 
let,  purple,  and  blue  flowers  skirted  the 
road,  and  swollen  mountain  streams  cross¬ 
ed  it,  while  on  either  side  were  the  snow- 
By  evening  we  had 


been  drunk  all  night.  Soon  after  leav¬ 
ing  breakfast,  horsemen  gnllopped  by  an¬ 
nouncing  that  both  the  bridge  ami  the 
ferry  across  the  Jefferson  had  just  washed 
out.  Keeping  to  the  left,  we  soon  cross¬ 
ed  over  a  high  diride,  covered  with 
monumental  rocks,  upon  one  of  which  six 
bald  eagles  lazily  sat  and  watched  us  as 
we  passed  into  the  valley  of  the  Madison. 
All  the  afternoon  we  skirted  the  Tobacco 
Root  Mountains,  and  watched  the  clouds 
as  they  sailed  in  and  out  among  the 
peaks.  Gradually  the  road  worked  up¬ 
ward  and  upwai'd,  until  about  sundown 
we  had  reached  an  elevation  of  between 
7000  and  8000  feet,  and  all  around  was  an 
endless  succession  of  snow  peaks,  rolling 
side  like  white  crested 
Soon  after. 


capped  mountain; 
passed  from  Utah  into  Idaho  Territory, 
and  had  gradually  worked  up  to  snow 
4ine,  crossed  a  low  divide,  and  were  on 
the  head  waters  of  the  Clolumbia.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  night  we  passed  down  the  famous 
Port  Neuf  Canyon,  with  its  Robber’s 
Roost  ^nd  tragic  memories  of  road  agents 
and  stage  robberies. 

The  miseries,  torture,  and  living  death 
-of  a  night-ride  in  a  crowded  coach,  must 
be  experienced  to  be  known.  Hungry, 
sleepy,  sore,  and  cross,  the  morning 
found  us  at  Ross’  Fork  ;  crossing  which, 
and  passing  through  a  camp  of  100  lodg¬ 
es  of  Snake  Indians,  we  soon  reach 
breakfast.  The  second  day’s  travel  takes 
up  the  Snake  river,  or  Lewis’  Fork  of  the 
Columbia,  wnth  its  great  valley  covered

away  on  every 
waves  in  the  purple  distance, 
in  a  snug  nook  of  the  hills,  far  down  be¬ 
low  us,  were  the  lights  of 

VIRGINIA  cm. 

On  a  full  trot  we  rattle  down  the  moun¬ 
tain  side,  (where  a  single  false  step  of  the 
horses  or  an  accident  to  the  coach  would 
laud  us  with  broken  limbs  a  thoxisand 
feet  below,)  and  are  soon  at  the  hotel. 
The  next  morning,  securing  the  Senate 
Chamber  for  evening  sbrvice,  placards 
are  posted  up  around  the  city,  announc¬ 
ing  lareaching  and  calling  for  a  Presby¬ 
terian  rally. 

The  remainder  of  the  day  was  spent  in 
a  diligent  and  successful  hunt  after  Pres¬ 
byterians.  In  the  evening,  after  preach¬ 
ing  the  majority  of  these  at  their  own  re¬ 
quest  were  organized  into  a  Presbyterian 
church. 

The  Hon.  William  H.  Rogers,  Territo¬ 
rial  Auditor,  was  duly  elected  and  install¬ 
ed  ruling  elder.  Among  the  members 
were  the  wife  of  Gov.  Potts  and  the  wife 
of  Secretaiy  of  State  Callaway. 

This  organization  starts  the  largest 
Protestant  church  in  the  city. 

In  .1863  and  ’64  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith 
and  Price,  Presbyterian  ministers  and 
the  first  Protc*taut  clergymen  in  the  ter- 
ritoiy,  preached  at  Virginia,  but  for  some 
cause  did  not  remain  sufliciently  long  to 
reap  the  fruit  of  their  labors. 

This  church  in  connection  with  the 
three  churches  in  Gallatin  Valley  will  be 
supplied  for  the  present  by  that  energetic 
missionary  Rev.  William  S.  Frackelton 
of  Bozeman. 

Virginia  is  the  county  seat  of  Madison 
and  the  capital  of  the  Territory.  Like  all 
mountain  mining  towns  it  was  not  laid 
out,  but  grew.  The  miner  only  wanted 
a  temporary  shelter,  and  every  new  comer 
placed  a  log-cabin  to  suit  himself  next  the 
last  one  built. 

Where  experience  required  a  street, 
there  a  street  appeared.  There  were  no 
yards  or  gardens,  for  beyond  the  narrow 
ravine  filled  with  straggling  cabins,  only 
grew  sage  brush.  But  the  mines  thrived 
and  so  the  city  grew.  For  sleeping  ac¬ 
commodations  a  limited  space  was  allot- 
toa  aa.  tKe  floor,  the  occupant  famishing 
his  own  blankets. 

And  it  was  a  long  time  before  the  reg¬ 
ular  diet  of  bacon,  bread,  and  dried  ap¬ 
ples  was  varied  by  the  luxury  of  a  potato. 
But  gradually  things  changed.  A  better 
class  of  buildings  appeared.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  gambling  and  tippling  places 
steadily  decreased.  The  Vigilants  gain¬ 
ed  the  upper  hand  of  the  roughs. 

Old  residents  brought  in  their  wives 
and  children,  and  the  whole  face  of  things 
has  become  more  like  the  States.  From 
those  huge  piles  of  dirt  and  stone  along 
the  gulch,  have  been  t-iken  out  twenty-five 
million  dollars  worth  of  gold  dust,  and  the 
end  is  not  yet.  But  of  the  10,000  people 
that  here  once  worried  and  toiled  and 
fought  for  gold,  only  about  1000  now  re¬ 
main.  And  while  some  of  her  leading 
men  think  that  with  the  coming  of  the 
railway  Virginia  will  pass  away,  others 
maintain  that  it  can  always  preserve  a 
good  business.

From  a  Far  Country. 

The  following  is  a  translation  of  a  letter 
from  a  native  clergyman  in  France,  who 
does  not  wish  his  name  or  the  place  of 
his  residence  mentioned.

“To  the  Fulton-street  Prayer-meeting  :

We 
have  no  small  amount  of  preaching  at 
the  present  day,  which  is  no  more  adapt¬ 
ed  to  arouse,  to  enlighten  and  to  save 
souls,  than  the  lectures  of  a  medical  col¬ 
lege,  or  a  series  of  demonstrations  in 
mathematics  or  geometry.  It  does  not 
awaken  attention.  It  does  not  turn  the 
thoughts  of  men  in  upon  themselves  or 
induce  self-examination,  or  arouse  the 
soul  to  the  importance  of  eternal  things. 
Much  of  it  is  pretty,  and  much  of  it  is 
eloquent,  but  it  does  not  produce  a  hum¬ 
bling  conviction,  nor  turn  men  from  sin 
to  holiness — from  the  power  of  Satan  un¬ 
to  the  Living  God.  And  this  is  not 
all.  There  is  a  lack  in  the  manner  as 
well  as  in  the  matter,  A  want  of  heart — 
of  living  earnestness  in  the  preacher, 
which  leaves  the  truth  presented  utterly 
futile.  It  is  like  a  prosy,  yawning  cry  of 
fire  in  the  street ;  no  one  believes  it.

The  Political  Excitement 

Our  State  and  county  elections  occur  next 
week.  According  to  the  papers,  the  public 
excitement  is  imusually  high.  We  read  al¬ 
most  every  morning  of  tremendous  upris¬ 
ings,  immense  gatherings,  and  all  that.  But 
apart  from  the  newspaper  reports,  wo  see 
few  tokens  of  feeling  among  the  people  at 
large.  In  fact  we  do  not  remember  any 
time  when,  to  all  appearance,  with  an  im¬ 
portant  election  close  at  hand,  the  public 
mind  was  as  apathetic  as  now.  It  is  but 
now  and  then  the  subject  is  mentioned  in 
the  street  cars  or  the  public  marts ;  and  ex¬ 
cept  around  the  State  house  where  the  anx¬ 
ious  waiters  for  county  and  city  offices  gath¬ 
er,  and  in  the  papers  as  aforesaid,  there  is 
not  much  hero  to  remind  us  of  the  political 
importance  of  the  coming  week. 

In  view  of  one  of  the  issues  of  the  Octo¬ 
ber  election,  this  apathy  is,  in  a  high  degree, 
untimely  and  sinful.  Wo  refer  to  the  vote 
to  bo  taken  in  this  city,  under  our  general 
local  option  law,  of  “License”  or  “No 
License.” .  In  the  other  counties,  it  is  to  bo 
taken  in  connection  with  the  township  elec¬ 
tions  in  March,  but  here  the  solemn  issue  is 
right  upon  the  people ;  and  if  the  friends  of 
virtue  do  the  great  wrong  of  slumbering  on 
the  verge  of  the  decision,  it  will  bo  a  wrong 
which,  by  the  law,  cannot  be  undone  for  two 
full  years,  and  no  one  knows  how  much 
longer  they  may  suffer  from  the  moral  ef¬ 
fects  of  the  failure.  For  prestige,  and  es¬ 
pecially  for  its  influence  upon  the  counties 
next  Spring,  a  failure  at  the  threshold  of 
the  working  of  the  new  law,  would  bo  be¬ 
yond  estimate  disastrous.  Wo  have  on 
the  side  of  temperance,  ward  and  district 
organizations,  under  which  many,  but  we 
fear  not  the  many,  rally  for  work.  Some 
are  working  hard,  and  working  wisely,  and 
there  are  thousands  to  wish  and  pray  that 
they  may  work  successfully ;  but  what  arc 
those  thousands  doing  in  the  way  of  active 
help ;  and  without  consecration  to  the  work, 
what  are  all  these  prayers  and  good  wishes 
worth? 

The  “License  ”  party,  though  it  has  its 
organization,  compact  and  manned  with  an 
executive  committee  all  alive,  yet  hardly 
needs  an  organization,  for  every  proprietor 
of  the  many  thousand  drinking  saloons, 
and  every  employee  therein,  and  every  man 
whoso  gains  are  otherwise  therein  interest¬ 
ed,  is  a  voluntary  executive  committee 
man,  and  is  in  the  work  day  and  night.  We 
believe  now,  as  we  have  before  believed  and 
said,  that  there  is  enough  latent  temper¬ 
ance  force  to  match  this  formidable  and 
desperate  array.

THE  LOST  BIYSH. 

Camus  Creek  and  Dry  Creek,  after 
running  a  few  miles,  disapi^ear  in  a  mud 
lake,  cmly  to  reappear  a  hundred  miles 
distant,  as  they  pour  into  Snake  river 
over  rocks  150  feet  high.  The  third  day 
brings  to  a  low  hill,  ascending  which  the 
traveller  needs  to  be  told  that  the  roll¬ 
ing  table  laud  around  him  is  the  summit 
of  the  mvin  range  of  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains.  That  here  he  passes  from  Idaho 
into  Montana  Teiritory.  The  little 
stream  from  which  he  drinks  the  pure 
ice-cold  mountain  water,  and  across  which 
he  steps  as  the  four  horses  tug  and  strain 
to  puU  the  coach  through  the  mire,  is 
one  of  the  network  of  brooks  which  form 
the  extreme  sources  of  the  mighty  Mis¬ 
souri. 

Feebly  and  flatteringly  these  brooks, 
fed  by  mountain  springs  and  melting 
snow  banks,  wind  amid  grass  and  flowers 
until  uniting  their  forces  with  the  Rat¬ 
tlesnake,  Grasshopper,  and  Blacktailed 
Deer  Creeks,  they  form  the  Beaver  Head. 
Off  to  our  left  the  Beaver  Head  meets  the 
Bighole  and  Passamari  forming  the  Sat- 
ferson  river.  Far  away  to  the  right  in 
“  wonder-land,”  amid  mud  geysers  and 
boiling  springs,  are  the  headwaters  of 
Firehole  river,  which  with  its  tributaries 
forms  the  Madfson.  Still  farther  east¬ 
ward  is  the  Gallatin.  This  triad  of 
streams  coming  together  at  the  gateway 
of  the  mountains,  forms  the  Missouri, 
which  ploughing  its  way  northward 
through  a  deep  canyon  and  plunging 
over  tiie  Great  Frills,  we  meet  again  hun¬ 
dreds  of  miles  distant  at  Fort  Benton, 
where  we  take  the  steamer  on  our  return 
trip. 

Passing  down  the  valleys  lAarallel  with 
a  lofty  snow  clad  range,  night  brings 
us  to  a  dirty  cabin,  called  the  Junction. 
Much  to  our  disgust  we  ai?e  informed 
that  the  coach  frpm  the  north  is  not  yet 
in,  and  that  we  cannot  go  forward  un¬ 
til  its  arrivah  After  supper  blankets 
were  spread  in  such  freight  wagons  os 
were  standing  ai-ound,  and  we  camped 
oat  for  the  night.

On  the  contrary, 
the  soul  of  the  preacher  must  melt  into 
sympathy  with  the  truth,  and  into  sympa¬ 
thy  with  lost  souls  ;  so  that  while  he  shall 
startle  sinners  from  their  sleep  of  sin,  he 
will  afi  the  same  time  draw  them  to  his 
own  heart  for  counsel  and  for  guidance.

That  neither  the  Church  nor  her  min¬ 
istry  are  what  they  slionld  be,  is  abund¬ 
antly  manifest  to  every  wakeful  mind. 
There  is  a  feebleness  which  character¬ 
izes  the  influence,  and  a  lack  of  the  posi¬ 
tive  element  in  the  designs  and  efforts  of 
the  Church,  which  forbid  even  the  hope 
of  large  results  for  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ. 

The  Church  is  far  below  the  ijrimitive 
pattern.  And  as  in  olden  time,  “Like 
people  like  jiriests,”  is  still  true.  A 
want  of  faith  and  coui-age  in  the  heai-t — 
of  earnest,  fearless  purpose  to  strike  for 
the  true  and  the  right,  is  the  bane  of  the 
ministry.  In  too  many  pulpits,  mere 
essays,  on  themes  alike  indifferent  to  the 
souls  of  men,  or  the  glory  of  God — efforts 
to  embody  the  florid  in  style  or  the  beau¬ 
tiful  in  form,  and  the  inoffensive  in  mat¬ 
ter,  have  been  allowed  to  supersede  the 
life-giving  truths  of  the  Gospel,  while  for 
their  want  the  souls  of  men  are  famish¬ 
ing- 

It  must  be  admitted  that  while  the 
world’s  progress  in  science,  in  art,  in 
ethics,  and  in  general  development,  has 
been  rapid  and  wonderful,  the  life-giv¬ 
ing  influences  of  true  religion  have  not 
kept  pace.  The  Church  with  her  minis¬ 
try  have  lagged  behind,  until  they  are 
far  in  the  rear. 

A  so-called  liberal  Christianity  which  has 
•no  Christ  in  it,  is  gaining  ground,  and 
ATiUrging  the  sphere  of  its  attractions, 
and  gathering  to  its  support  multitudes 
who  ought  to  have  been,  and  under  the 
full  vitalizing  power  of  God’s  grace 
would  have  been,  drawn  in  a  radicaRy 
different  direction.  Liberal  Christiani¬ 
ty  is  only  another  name  for  a  masked  in¬ 
fidelity,  with  its  bold  rejection  of  Christ, 
and  its  shameless  trifling  with  the  Word 
of  God  as  the  inspired  law  for  the  con¬ 
duct  and  character  of  man.  True,  it  has 
a  philosophical  theory  for  human  im¬ 
provement,  but  it  is  as  soulless  as  a  rock, 
lifeless  as  the  grave,  and  as  chilly  as  an 
iceberg,  making  no  provision  for  the 
yearning  heart,  the  longing  siiirit,  the 
sad  impotence  and  the  aspiring  nature  of 
man.  Mnltitndes  accept  it  for  the  want 
of  something  better  adapted  to  meet  their 
necessities.

A  big  man  onco  abased  a  small 
man.

It  was  a  brave  thing  to  do,  in  face  of 
the  fashions  of  the  times,  the  direction 
of  those  in  authority,  and  in  opposition 
to  the  natural  appetite  for  luxurious  liv¬ 
ing  and  stimulating  drinks.  It  was  a 
brave  thing  for  those  boys  to  do,  to  stand 
for  their  God  and  the  right. 

They  pledged  themselvns  to  one  an¬ 
other  and  to  God,  and  formed  a  Tem¬ 
perance  Society,  and  the  pledge  included 
two  things  : 

1.  Abstinence  from  stimulating  food. 

2.  Abstinence  from  stimulating  drinks. 

There  are  three  important  reasons  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  lesson  in  favor  of  the  ad¬ 
herence  of  these  boys  to  the  princiifles 
of  temperance. 

First  reason.  Eating  food  offered  to 
idols,  and  drinking  wine  would  defile 
them. 

God’s  children,  we  learned  a  few  Sab¬ 
baths  since,  are  temples  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  the  temple  of  God  must  not 
be  defiled.  Purity  is  not  likely  to  take 
up  its  abode  in  a  body  made  drunk  with 
wine,  or  with  one  who  is  a  glutton.  In¬ 
toxicating  drinks  excite  the  animal  pas¬ 
sions,  and  tend  to  make  those  who  use 
them  vile  in  thought,  vile  in  speech,  vile 
in  action,  and  vile  in  person.  The  ha¬ 
bitual  drunkard  is  usually  a  loathsome 
object.  The  moderate  drinker  is  only  a 
dmnkard  in  process  of  finishing.  A  pig 
is  not  a  hog,  but  it  will  soon  grow  into 
one ;  it  is  a  little  hog.  Sin  should  be  let 
aloncy  before  it  is  meddled  with.  The 
beer,  ale,  and  wine  drinker  is  very  likely 
to  come  forth  a  finished  drunkard  ere 
long. 

It  was  a  good  reason  for  joining  Dan¬ 
iel’s  Temperance  Society  that  the  use  of 
stimulants  would  tend  to  defile  the  mind, 
the  body,  and  the  soul. 

Second  reason.  Total  abstinence  from 
the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  is  not  only 
safe,  but  it  promotes  heedth  of  body,  health 
of  mind,  and  health  of  souL  ,  . 

The  boys  who  lived  on  bean  porridge 
and  drank  cold  water  were  fairer  and  fat¬ 
ter  in  flesh  than  all  the  children  which 
did  eat  the  portion  of  the  king’s  meat. 

Arctic  explorers  and  pugilists  are  care¬ 
ful  not  to  use  much  of  intoxicating  drinks, 
as  it  unfits  them  for  the  physical  endur¬ 
ance  that  is  required  of  them. 

Cold  water  is  the  health-giving  beverage 
I  for  boys. 

Third  reason.  By  forming  this  Tem¬ 
perance  society  and  adhering  to  its  pledge 
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of  pain  and  restlessness.  The  next  morning 
he  returned  to  his  sister’s,  to  lie  down  on  the 
bed  of  death.  Tho  terrible  disease  of  dysentery, 
in  its  most  aggravated  form,  was  soon  devel¬ 
oped.  The  best  medical  aid  practicable,  and 
all  that  a  sister’s  and  son’s  affection  and  care, 
with  all  tho  attention  of  kind  neighbors  that 
conld  be  made  available,  was  given.  But  the 
Master  saw  fit  to  take  His  servant,  who  seemed 
so  desirous  of  doing  more  work,  up  to  a  higher 
sphere  of  service. 

I  was  at  his  bedside  about  foriy  hours  before 
his  death.  He  was  still  hopeful,  and  talked  of 
his  beloved  wife  and  family,  and  of  tho  great 
affliction  that  his  death  away  from  them  would 
cause.  I  did  hope  then  that  he  would  recover. 
For  his  family’s  and  the  Gospel's  sake,  it  was 
bis  desire  ;  but  it  was  a  desire  indulged  in  the 
spirit  of  humble  submission.  He  expressed  full 
confidence  in  the  redeeming  love  of  Jesus.  He 
has  gone  home  to  glory.  May  the  gracious  Lord 
bless  tho  bereaved  wife  and  family,  and  sustain 
them  under  their  deep  affliction.

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HOW  GAS  IS  MADE  FOR  GAS 
LIGHTS. 

It  must  interest  ns  to  know  the  process 
of  making  an  article  so  extensively  used 
in  onr  cities,  and  we  herewith  publish  a 
sort  of  gas  catechism,  which  conveys  a 
good  deal  of  important  *  light  ’  to  the  jn- 
venile  mind  on  this  subject : 

‘  How  do  they  make  gas  ?’ 

‘  First,  they  put  about  two  bushels  of

As  a 
physician  he  gave  bis  sympathy  as  weU  as  skill 
to  all  his  patients,  never  forgetting  their  spir- 
itnal  wants.  He  aimed  to  arrange  his  profes¬ 
sional  visits  BO  that  they  should  not  keep  him 
from  the  house  of  God  and  from  the  Sunday- 
school.  Seldom  was  he  absent  from  the  week¬ 
ly  prayer  meeting,  to  which  he  always  gave  in¬ 
terest  by  his  hearty  and  most  acceptable  par¬ 
ticipation.  As  a  Christian,  his  views  of  the  per¬ 
fect  adaptation  of  the  work  of  Christ  to  meet 
the  wants  of  sinful  men,  were  remarkably  clear. 
Daring  the  last  conscions  hours  of  bis  life  ho

bituminous  coal  in  a  long,  air-tight  re¬ 
tort.

‘  How  do  they  purifjr  it  ?  ’ 

‘  First,  while  hot,  it  is  run  off  into  an¬ 
other  building,  then  it  is  forced  through 
long,  perpendicular  pipes,  snrronnded 
with  cold  water.  This  cools  the  gas, 
when  a  good  deal  of  tar  condenses  from 
it,  and  runs  down  to  the  bottom  of  the 
perpen^cular  pipes.  This  tar  is  the  or¬ 
dinary  tar  which  you  see  boiling  in  the 
streets  for  walks  and  roofs. 

‘They  now  wash  the  gas.  They  call  it 
scrubbing  it. 

‘  This  is  done  by  filling  a  large  vessel, 
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and  pure  air.  But  when  their  twins  were 
only  four  weeks  old  the  store  where  he 
was  employed  wasbume^,  and  in  helping 
to  save  some  valuable  abides  from  the 
fire  Mr.  Hall  was  injured  so  severely  that 
he  survived  but  a  few  hours. 

Hit  wife,  though  overwhelmed  with 
grief,  was  not  in  despair.  She  commit¬ 
ted  her  way  unto  the  Lord,  and  He  cared 
for  her.  In  a  few  months  her  dear  boy 
Hubert  was  run  over  in  the  street,  re- 
oeiviug  injuries  from  which  he  could 
never  recover,  and  thus  he  was  made  a 
cripple  for  life.  The  dear  little  fellow 
lay  upon  his  bed  for  weeks,  suffering  at 
timea  gi«at  pain,  and  never  entirely  free 
from  it  When  at  length  he  was  able  to 
sit  up  a  part  of  the  time,  Lizzie  was  sure 
the  greatest  comfort  he  could  enjoy  would 
be  one  of  those  large  chairs  upon  wheels, 
which  she  had  seen  in  the  shops,  and 
timidly  inquired  their  price.

Notable.  —  The  late  Bishop  Eastbnrn  of 
Boston,  for  many  years  maintained  a  Union 
Prayer  Meeting  on  Monday  morning,  in  the 
vestry  of  Trinity  church,  of  which  he  was 
long  rector.  A  commemorative  meeting  was 
held  there  last  week,  at  which  many  words 
of  tender  reminiscence  were  spoken.  The 
meeting  was,  as  usual,  open  to  all,  and  the 
devotional  exercises  extemporaneous. 

Dr.  Francis  Vinton,  the  most  prominent 
of  the  several  assistant  rectors  of  Trinity 
Ghorch,  New  York,  died  at  his  residence, 
Brooklyn  Heights,  on  Saturday  afternoon 
last,  after  a  somewhat  protracted  illness, 
which  he  had  .vainly  striven  to  combat  by 
journeys  to  a  milder  climate.  Born  in  Prov¬ 
idence  in  1809,  and  graduated  at  West  Point 
in  1830,  he  continued  in  the  miUtary  service 
(thongh  meantime  admitted  to  the  bar,)  un¬ 
til  the  close  of  the  Greek  war  in  Georgia  in 
183&-7,  when  he  resigned  his  commission, 
bnt  not  to  practice  law.

University,  and  for  three  years  a  medical 
practitioner  in  Providence,  had  taken  orders 
from  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Bishop  of 
New  York  in  1835.  Lieutenant  Yinton  fol¬ 
lowed  this  example,  and  became  a  student  at 
the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York,  and  in  1838  was  ordained  a  deacon  by 
Bishop  Griswold.  Two  years  afterwards  he 
became  rector  of  St.  Stephen’s,  in  his  native 
city  of  Providence.  From  this  charge  he 
passed  snccessively  to  that  of  Trinity  church, 
in  Newport,  R.  I.,  and  to  that  of  Emanuel 
church,  in  Brooklyn,  L.  I.  In  1847  he  be¬ 
came  rector  of  Grace  church,  in  Brooklyn. 
In  this  position  he  remained  for  eight  years, 
declining,  meanwhile,  episcopal  honors 
which  were  offered  to  him  in  1848,  with 
the  bishopric  of  Indiana,  and  as  Provis¬ 
ional  Bishop  of  New  York  three  years  later. 
In  1855  he  was  invited  to  become  an  as¬ 
sistant  rector  of  Trinity  Ghurch,  in  New 
York,  and  accepted  the  invitation,  and 
bun  ever  since  filled  this  responsible  post.

Persia  and  Assyria  in  Eastern  ftrkey 
— ^the  country  occupied  by  the  Nestori¬ 
ans— constitute  one  of  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  mission  fields  in  the  world.  It  is  the 
original  cradle  of  the  human  race.  If  it 
does  not  include  the  site  of  Eden,  it  cer¬ 
tainly  embraces  the  resting-place  of  the 
Ark  of  Noah 


In  the  East,”  says  Moshelm, 
“  the  Nestorians  with  Incredible  industry 
and  perseverance  labored  to  propagate  the 
Gospel  from  Persia,  Syria  and  India  among 
the  barbarous  nations  inhabiting  the  des¬ 
erts  and  remotest  shores  of  Asia.  In  partic¬ 
ular  the  vast  empire  of  China  was  partial¬ 
ly  enlightened  by  their  zeal  and  industry, 
with  the  light  of  Christianity.”.  From  the 
5tk  to  the  9th  century  the  Nestorians  had 
churches  amcmg  the  mountains  of  Malabar 
in  India,  and  in  the  vast  regions  of  Tartary 
from  the  Caspian  Sea  to  Mount  Imons  dhd 
beyond,  through  Chinese  Tartary,  and  even 
in  China  itself. 

Early  in  the  11th  century  a  Mogul  Prince 
in  Cathay  (Northern  China)  was  converted 
to  the  faith,  and  taking  at  his  baptism  the 
name  of  John,  gave  his  royal  influence  to 
the  Christian  cause.  Some  of  his  success¬ 
ors  also  were  at  least  nominally  Christian, 
a  son-in-law  of  Prester  John  —  the  well 
known  Ohengis  Khan,  gave  his  support  to 
the  Christians  as  late  as  the  early  part  of 
the  13th  century.  But  toward  the  close  of 
the  14th  century  the  sword  of  the  Moslem 
Tamerlane  destroyed  the  Tailar  churches 
and  overthrew  the  Nestorian  Christianity 
in  the  principal  seat  of  its  power.  It  was 
not  till  the  close  of  the  15th  century,  how¬ 
ever,  that  some  unknown  persecution  and 
massacre  destroyed  the  Nestorians  in  China. 
There  is  still  found  at  8i-ngau  fu,  in  North¬ 
western  China  a  large  stone  tablet,  giving  an 
account  of  the  faith  and  history  of  the  Nes¬ 
torians.  It  presents  their  doctrine  of  the 
Trinity,  and  some  account  of  the  books  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  records 
their  progress  for  one  hundred  and  forty 
years. 

For  the  degradation  and  real  moral  dark¬ 
ness  of  these  people  for  the  last  three  cen¬ 
turies  there  would  seem  to  be  some  reason. 
They  have  been  crushed  by  invasion  and 
slaughter  and  constant  tyranny,  and  at  the 
same  time  have  been  subjected  to  the  im¬ 
mediate  contact  of  all  the  sensuality  and 
debasement  of  the  dominant  Moslem  ra¬ 
ces. 

But  how  significant  is  the  early  history 
of  the  Nestorians  of  Persia  as  bearing  upon 
the  question*  of  their  future  relations  to 
Tartary,  and  even  China  ?  Why  may  they 
not  again  be  useful  in  carrying  the  Gospel 
even  to  Mongolia  and  the  Corea?  They 
have  physical  energy  and  hardihood,  though 
ground  to  the  very  dust  by  bad  govern¬ 
ment,  and  every  species  of  wrong ;  they  are 
capable  of  a  high  civilization,  and  their 
susceptibility  to  the  power  of  religious 
truth,  has  had  numerous  attestations  in 
modem  as  well  as  in  ancient  times. 

It  is  this  view  of  their  character  and  posi¬ 
tion  that  gives  to  the  mission  among  the 
Persians  a  peculiar  interest. 
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of  fruit  and  grain  in  abundance.  These 
beautiful,  favored  districts  can  be  extended. 
By  opening  again  the  ancient  water-courses, 
by  sinking  artesian  wells,  by  proper  aque¬ 
ducts  for  tbe  mountain  streams,  irrigation 
can  be  greatly  extended,  and  the  rain  supply 
increased.  But  before  this  physical  renova¬ 
tion  comes,  and  war  and  famine  cease,  there 
must  be  a  moral  renovation.  At  present  the 
earth  itself,  under  a  despotic  government  aud 
false  religion,  is  cursed  for  man’s  sake.  It 
refuses  to  yield  its  harvest  for  the  use  of  man, 
because  man  refuses  to  yield  himself  to  the 
glory  of  God.”

A  picturesque  sjiectacle  it  is  when  the 
great  mail  steamer  from  China  and  Japan 
arrives  at  San  Francisco.  Her  bulwarks 
swarm  with  human  heads  w-  swarthy, 
black-eyed,  skull-capiied,  or  -with  a  coil 
of  braided  hair.  As  she  warps  slowly  in¬ 
to  her  berth,  we  are  treated  gratuitously 
to  an  exhibition  of  acrobatics  in  the  cat¬ 
like  creep  and  spring  of  her  Chinese  sail- 

ffie  to, 

Their  agility  is  wonderful.  Then  comes 
an  ear-splitting  din  of  greeting  and  chaf¬ 
fer  between  the  throng  on  the  wharf  and 
the  throng  on  the  deck.  Looking  out  of 
the  window  of  a  state-room  is  a  grave 
aud  silent  Chinese,  whose  garb  and  man¬ 
ner  in  a  moment  separate  him  from  the 
noisy  crowd  on  the  deck,  and  proclaim 
him  a  gentleman.  Perhaps  he  is  a  mer¬ 
chant.  There  are  such  in  San  Francisco, 
whose  names  on  Change  are  as  potent  to 
command  respect  as  those  of  any  of  their 
Caucasian  brethren.  Perhaps  he  is  a  sa¬ 
vant,  with  robe  of  costly  fur  and  great 
oval  eye-glasses.  It  may  be  that,  as  they 
come  on  shore,  we  shall  get  a.glimpse  of 
a  lady  with  feet  as  small  as  a  baby’s  ; 
though  this  is  rare.  The  women,  both  on 
ship  and  shore,  going  in  and  out  among 
the  men,  are  of  the  lowest  class,  and  of¬ 
ten  of  the  vilest  character.  They  look 
oddly  enough,  in  oversack  and  Turkish 
trowsers,  with  hair  plaited  and  plastered 
out  on  either  side  and  behihd,  like  the 
wings  and  tail  of  a  fantail  pigeon  ;  bare¬ 
headed,  except  with  a  light  veil  thro-wn 
over,  holding  a  parasol  in  one  hand  to 
shade  them  from  the  sun,  and  a  fan  in 
tho  other  ;  with  rosaries  of  enormous 
beads  around  their  necks,  and  heavy  arm- 
lets  of  gold  and  malachite.  ■' 

The  moment  the  plank  is  secured  and 
the  gangway  opened,  ensues  a  terrific 
rush.  But  a  brace  of  offlcials  at  the  gang¬ 
way  hold  back  the  crowd,  and  let  down 
just  as  many  as  the  custom-house  officers 
on  the  wharf  below  can  attend  to  at  once. 
Then  the  gates  of  the  wharf-shed  are 
shutj'aM  the  open  end  of  the  pier  hav¬ 
ing  been  ■’Cleared  for  it,  the  process  of 
searching  for  smuggled  goods  begins. 
Everyman  that  comes  ashore  has  his  bas¬ 
kets  and  bundles  and  boxes  and  jars,  of 
all  imaginable  shapes.  Wjth  the  most 
relentless  minuteness,  every  dox  and  bas¬ 
ket  and  jar  is  tumbled  upside-down,  and 
incontinently  emptied.  Every  bundle  is 
unrolled.  Every  mattress  and  garment 
of  double  fold  is  ripped  o^^en.  Every 
cover  is  pried  off.  Paint  is  scratched 
away,  and  paper  is  torn  open.  Inscruta¬ 
ble  pastes  and  powders  are  smelled  and 
tasted.  Tbe  vi^ant  inspector  goes  like 
a  ferret  into  every  hole  and  comer.  Ex¬ 
perience  has  sharpened  him.

It  was  the  germ  of  our  flourishing 

_ _  j.  The  number  of  pupils  soon 

increased  to  fifty  ;  and  from  learning  their 
,  ■  ■  manuscript-cards  at  tbe  begin- 

niug,  they  rapidly  advanced,  till  they  have 
long  graduated  with  very  respectable  attain¬ 
ments  in  literature  aud  science,  a  remarkably 
familiar  knowledge  of  tho  Holy  Scriptures, 
and  most  of  them,  with  considerable  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  theology  as  a  system.  From 
that  seminary  have  gone  forth  nearly  a  hundred 
graduates,  about  sixty  of  whom  are  able  and  faithful 
preachers  of  the  Gospel,  not  a  few  of  them  partaking 
much  (f  the  holy  unction  of  the  sainted  Stoddard, 
under  whose  self-consuming  toils  and  prayers  they 
were  trained.  Others  have  gone  forth  hopefully 
pious,  who,  in  other  avocations,  are  hardly  less  use¬ 
ful  co-laborers  in  the  work  of  evangelization. 

About  two  years  after  opening  our  male 
seminary,  we  succeeded  in  collecting  a  few 
little  girls,  to  form  the  nucleus  of  our  female 
seminary.  The  term  Topst  would  then  not  in¬ 
aptly  have  described  the  clutrader  and  appearance  of 
those  lUlle girls;  not  that  they  were  black,  the  people 
are  nearly  as  light  as  ourselves  ;  but  for  uncleanli- 
ness,  disorder,  and  propensity  to  misdiief.  Yet  in 
a  few  short  years  those  same  individuals,  if 
indeed  we  can  call  them  the  same,  appear 
before  us  as  well  educated,  intelligent,  refin¬ 
ed  young  ladies  ;  and  what  is  ^t  far  more, 
as  devoted,  active  Christians.  The  most  ar¬ 
duous  miasiouaiy  toil  had  indeed  done  its 
work  upon  them.  But  it  was  the  grace  of 
God  that  ■wrought  effectually  iu  that  wonder¬ 
ful  transformation.  About  a  hundred  pious 
young  ■women  have  gone  forth,  among  tbe 
graduates  of  that  Seminary,  who  in  the  va¬ 
rious  relations  of  wives,  and  mothers,  aud 
teachers  ‘'re  doing  a  work  not  at  all  second 
to  that  of  the  graduates  of  the  Male  Semi¬ 
nary,  for  advancing  tbe  Gospel  among  their 
people.  Miss  Fisk,  as  the  result  of  her  faith¬ 
ful  kbors  in  that  Seminary,  when  her  health 
broke  dowu,  and  she  was  obliged  to  visit 
this  country,  at  the  last  communion  season 
before  leaving  the  field,  was  Mrmitted  to  sit 


now  called  Azerbijau. 
is  physically  one  of  the  wildest  and  roughest 
regions  on  the  globe,  abounding  in  scenery  of 
surpassing  grandeur  and  sublimity,  and  is  inhabited 
by  the  not  less  wild  Eoords,  among  whom, 
and  in  proximity  to  whom,  many  of  the  Nes¬ 
torians  dwell,  till  lately  subject  to  lawless 
extortion  and  violent  plunder  from  those  re¬ 
doubtable  neighbors.  The  Nestorians  be¬ 
took  themselves  to  those  mountains  at  an 
early  period,  as  an  asylum  from  deadly  per- 
seentiou,  luvving  less  to  fear,  in  the  violent 
ontbomts  of  Pagan  and  Mohammedan  fanat¬ 
icism,  from  tbe  savages  of  the  mountains 
than  from  the  more  civilized  iuhabitants  of 
the  plains  on  either  side.  In  the  lull  of 
persecution,  during  the  few  post  centuries, 
they  have  gradooUy  spread  themselves  down 
into  Persia.  Tbe  Persian  part  of  their  coun¬ 
try  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  on  which  the 
son  ever  shone,  consisting  of  several  of  the 
most  charming  Persian  plains  ;  bounded  on 
the  east  by  the  Lake  of  Oroomiab,  which  is 
ninety  miles  long  and  thirty  miles  broad, 
while  the  towering  ranges  of  Koordistan 
rear  a  lofty,  snow-capped  barrier  on  the 
west.  Oroomiab,  lying  on  the  middle  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  lake,  and  separated  from  other 
plains  by  bold  ridges  that  run  transversely 
from  tbe  higher  mountain  ranges  quite  to 
its  margin,  is  the  largest  district  occupied 
by  the  Nestorians,  and  is  the  principal  seat 
of  our  missionary  operations.  The  atmos¬ 
phere  of  all  that  region  is  so  clear  that  the 
ni^ed  eye  ■with  ease  traces  objects  distinctly 
at  the  ffistance  oi  a  hundr^  miles,  which 
would  hardly  be  visible  one-fourth  that  dis¬ 
tance  in  America,  and  readily  descries  oeles- 
tial  bodies,  seen  elsewhere  only  by  the  aid 
of  a  teletcim.'  indeed  ahVh^of  VeaM,  QQr' 
der  its.bclaient  sky.  is.«d  flU  aa.  to  be  al- ■ 
most  fairy  ;  abounffing  in  luxuriant  fields, 
vineyarda,  and  orchard,  aud  smiliug  with 
tasteful  gardens  of  bright  and  fragraut  flow¬ 
ers,  studded  with  gurgling  fountains  and, 
shady  arbors,  ond  vocal  with  the  notes  of 


They  are  at 
the  western  gateway  of  China  and  India. 
They  are  stationed  along  a  great  highway 
of  nations  which  must  ere  long  be  opened. 
They  are  moreover  in  the  centre  of  Asiatic 
Mohammedanism,  where  they  only  wait  in 
sore  distress  for  some  great  overturning  in 
the  providence  of  God  which  shall  give 
them  governmental  protection  and  the  oon- 
ditlons  of  prosperity.  Meanwhile  it  is  the 
duty  and  privilege  of  the  Christian  Church 
to  promote  among  them  the  resurrection 
of  a  dead  and  buried  Christianity. 

WHY  THE  TERRIBLE  FAMIVE. 

Famine  now  wastes  the  land,  especially 
the  Moslem  districts,  and  its  havoc  must 
ever  recur  at  intervals  until  there  shall  be 
such  a  government  as  shall  protect  and  en¬ 
courage  irrigation,  instead  of  speculating  in 
breadstuffis  while  the  people  perish.  The 
immediate  cause  of  the  present  suffering  is 
I  found  in  tbe  successive  droughts  of  the  last 
Awo  or  three  years.  But  the  real  and  fun¬ 
damental  causes  are  found  in  the  wretched 
administrafloa  of  public  affairs.  The  gov- 
.  ernment  Is  an  absolute  despotism,  in  the 
hands  of  a  Sultan  or  Shah.  He  has  two 
chief  ministers — one  a  sort  of  deputy  ex¬ 
ecutive  in  peace  and  in  war,  and  the  other 
a  lord  high  Treasurer.  The  evil  lies  in  tiie 
fact  that  the  latter  of  these  is  so  much  more 
diligent  than  the  fonner.  There  is  vastly 
more  of  tax-gathering  than  of  civil  or  mili¬ 
tary  protection.  The  sole  end  for  which  the 
Persian  government  exists  Is  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  revenue— the  fleecing  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.  Large  portions  of  the  land,  confiscated 
from  time  to  time,  belong  to  the  sovereign, 
and  are  farmed  out  on  terms  well  nighruin- 
ous  to  the  tenant.  Even  where  property  be- 1 
longs  to  the  subject,  it  is  taxed  to  the  last 
degree  as  a  starting  point,  while  the  suc¬ 
cessions  of  subrulers  and  collectors  make 
still  further  drains  npon  the  moiety  that 
must  save  the  laborer’s  family  from  abso- 
The  whole  burden  of  taxation 


once  so  interesting  and  animated.  From 
witnessing  his  manner  when  with  Chris¬ 
tine,  Miss  Wintbrop  had  more  than  sus¬ 
pected  his  secret  for  some  time  ;  and 
she  felt  at  first  a  genuine  sympathy  for 
him,  believing  bis  love  to  be  hopeless.

FOREIGN. 

Bl<hop  Fatteaom. 

A  very  handsome  monument  has  just 
been  erected  in  the  churchyard  of  St. 
Mary  Tower,  Ipswich,  to  the  memory  of 
the  lamented  Bishop  of  Melanesia,  who 
was  murdered  by  8.avages  in  September, 
1871  : 

The  work  is  in  the  perpendicular  style, 
and  consists  of  a  massive  pedestal,  with 
panelled  and  enriched  corner  blocks,  and 
on  each  face  between  the  blocks  flights 
of  steps  leading  to  the  platform,  on  which 
stands  a  slender  octagonal  shaft  sur¬ 
mounted  by  a  crucifix,  with  two  kneeling 
figures  at  the  foot.  A  crocketted  canopy 
rises  above.  The  monument  is  about 
twenty  feet  high  from  the  ground.  On 
the  east  side  of  the  pedestal  is  the  follow¬ 
ing  inscription  :  “  To  the  glory  of  God, 
and  in  memory  of  John  Coleridge  Patte-  j 
son,  firat  Bishop  of  Melanesia,  who  was 
martyred  20th  September,  1871.”  Stand¬ 
ing  a*  few  yards  from  the  south  porch  it  is 
prominently  visible  from  Tower  street. 
It  was  designed  by  Mr.  Shaw,  and  has 
been  constructed  by  Mes.srs.  Hibbins  and 
West,  London.  It  is  intended,  we  believe, 
to  add  figures  to  the  angles  of  the  monu¬ 
ment.  The  lamented  Bishop,  it  will  be 
remembered,  was  a  member  of  a  Suffolk 
family,  a  native  of  Drinkstone,  and  re¬ 
lated  by  marriage  to  Mr.  J.  0.  Cobbold 
of  Ipswich. 

It  is  proposed,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Dean  and  Chapter,  to  erect  a  martyr  pul¬ 
pit  in  the  nave  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  as  a 
special  memorial  to  Bishop  Patteson.  It 
was  in  this  Cathedral  that  the  murdered 
Bishop  was  ordained,  and  this  is  the  only 
diocese  in  England  in  which  ho  held  a 
cure,  viz  :  Altington,  in  the  church  of 
which  tything  Sir  J.  T.  Coleridge  is 
about  to  erect  a  memorial. — Bury  a7id 
Norwich  Rost.

Madagascar  has  witnessed  the  first  pub¬ 
lic  examination  of  the  class  about  to  grad¬ 
uate  from  its  Theological  Institution,  un¬ 
der  the  care  of  the  Independent  mission¬ 
aries  of  England.  The  event  was  consid¬ 
ered  of  gi'cat  importance,  and  a  matter 
worthy  of  much  rejoicing,  as  aiipears 
from  the  fact  that  the  examination  of  the 
students  took  place  in  the  new  palace, 
under  the  presidency  of  the  Prime  Min¬ 
ister,  who  thanked  the  missionaries  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  ■work  on  his  o'wn  behalf  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Queen,  who  was  unable 
to  be  present ;  and  again,  in  an  admira¬ 
ble  speech  delivered  after  the  examina¬ 
tion,  greatly  encouraged  the  students  to 
persevere  in  their  studies  and  aims.  By 
exhaustive  questions  the  members  of  the 
graduating  class  were  tested  particularly 
on  such  subjects  as  the  reasons  for  their 
faith,  the  value  of  creeds,  the  nature  of 
the  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the  Lord’s 
Supper,  ■with  the  design  to  bring  out 
their'  apprehension  of  these  ordinances 
and  ability  to  combat  teachings  which  in¬ 
troduce  symbols  as  substitutes  or  helps 
to  secure  acceptance  with  God,  instead 
of  the  One  Great  Sacrifice  for  sin.  Spe¬ 
cial  attention  is  also  given  to  such  sub¬ 
jects  as  the  history  of  the  Old  Testament 
times,  from  Abraham  to  Moses  ;  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles  and  the  Epistle  to  the  He¬ 
brews  ;  the  Life  of  Christ  and  the  history 
of  the  Early  Church ;  the  English  lan¬ 
guage,  grammar,  and  logic.  The  extent 
of  the  acquirements  of  these  candidates 
and  their  intellectual  acumen  are  spoken 
of  in  the  highest  terms.  They  have  en¬ 
joyed  the  warmest  proofs  of  sympathy 
and  affection,  as  well  as  earnest  prayers 
in  their  behalf,  from  many  friends  ;  and 
great  anticipations  are  cherished  of  the 
blessings  they  shall  be  the  means  of  bring¬ 
ing  to  the  churches  of  Christ  and  the  na¬ 
tion  at  large.  The  Queen  generously 
showed  her  regard  for  them  by  inviting 
them  again  to  her  palace.

ROCS  WEED  AHD  SALT-MARSH  MUD. 

Rock  weed,  we  believe,  has  generally 
been  considered  as  the  best  fertilizer 
which  salt  water  brings  to  the  help  of 
the  shore  farmer.  We  know  not  how  this 
is,  but  careful  experiments  by  J.  D.  Fish 
of  Stonington,  Ct,  seem  to  establish  a 
value  for  salt-marsh  mud,  superior  to 
that  of  rock  weed.  Mr.  Fish  applied 
both  pretty  liberally  in  the  Spring  of 
1871.  The  cost  of  drawing  and  spread¬ 
ing  the  salt-marsh  mnd  he  estimated  at 
forty  cents  the  ton.  The  crop  was  esti- 
jnated  one-third  heavier  than  on  adjoin- 
ihg  land  not  treated  with  the  mud.  The 
effect  of  this  mnd  was  visible  almost  as 
soon  as  it  was  spread.  At  the  first  of 
May  it  had  become  most  marked,  and 
the  difference  between  the  dressed  and 
the  undressed  parts  continued  to  increase 
till  harvest,  when  the  dressed  part  gave 
one-third  more  hay  than  the  undressed, 
and  of  a  decidedly  better  quality,  as  it 
contained  more  red  and  white  clover  and 
more  herdsgrass. 

A  few  acres  of  better  land  and  grass 
were  treated  at  the  same  time  ■with  a 
dressing  of  rock  weed,  at  just  about  the 
same  cost  per  acre.  The  effect  last  year 
was  less  satisfactory,  and  the  aijpearance 
in  the  Spring  of  this  season  far  less  fa¬ 
vorable,  than  the  part  treated  ■with  the 
salt-marsh  mud.  This  mud  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  at  many  places  on  our  sea-coast 
at  small  cost,  and  is  well  worth  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  farmers  along  shore. 


ANOTHER  REPOT  TO  ■V.’S  INQUIRY. 

How  to  Conitrnet  a  Telescope. 

Windham,  Portage  county,  Ohio,  ) 
Sept  lOtb,  1872.  f 
To  the  Editor  of  Thk  Evakoklut. 

Dear  Sir,—ks  I  read  the  inquiry  of  ‘  V.’ 
in  your  issue  of  September  5th,  it  occur¬ 
red  to  me  that  as  my  own  experience  in 
optics  had,  like  his,  commenced  with  the 
spectacle  lens,  and  advanced  until  I  was 
in  possession  of  a  fairly  satisfactory  tele¬ 
scope,  my  efforts  in  reaching  that  result 
might  be  of  interest  to  him,  and  perhaps 
others  : 

The  first  trial  was  in  casting,  grinding, 
and  polishing  a  mirror  of  speculum  met¬ 
al,  arranging  it  on  the  Newtonian  plan. 
This  was  found  unsatisfactory,  and  look¬ 
ing  in  the  side  of  the  tube  at  right  an¬ 
gles  with  the  object,  greatly  increased 
the  difficulty  of  finding  it ;  consequently 
that  plan  was  given  up. 

After  obtaining  catalogues  of  prices 
from  several  opticians,  and  carefully  hus¬ 
banding  my  dimes  and  dollars,  an  Achro¬ 
matic  object-glass  of  about  three  feet  fo¬ 
cus  and  two  and  one-quarter  inches  aper¬ 
ture,  was  obtained  by  mail  of  McAllister 
&  Son  of  Philadelphia,  at  a  cost  of  $11. 
This  was  mounted  in  a  sheet- iron  tube, 
and  for  several  years  used  with  very  sat- 
isfaciory  results,  especially  astonishing 
the  ‘  natives  ’  for  miles  around  with  its 
wonderful  views  of  the  Moon’s  surfaces, 
Jupiter’s  moons,  the  phases  of  Venus, 
the  rings  of  Saturn,  and  spots  on  the 
Sun — power  about  100  diameters. 

About  ten  years  ago  this  was  disposed 
of,  and  a  forty-four  inch  Achromatic  tele¬ 
scope,  two  and  three-quarters  inch  aper¬ 
ture,  was  ordered  from  Benjamin  Pike, 
Jr.,  294  Broadway,  New  York,  with  two 
astronomical  and  one  day  eye-piece,  at  an 
expense  of  $48.  By  request  he  tried  a 
large  number  then  in  store,  and  selected 
this  as  being  much  superior  to  any  other 
one  in  the  lot. 

Gratefully  has  that  kind  act  been  re¬ 
membered  by  me  to  this  day.  It  is 
mounted  on  a  tripod  with  horizontal  and 
perpendicular  motions  ;  and  by  setting 
it  north  and  soiith,  and  turning  the  sup¬ 
porting  ai'c  to  the  degree  of  our  latitude, 
it  gives  a  polar  axis,  so  that  a  star  may 
be  kept  in  the  centre  of  the  field  of  view 
by  a  single  motion.  It  bears  a  power  of 
160  or  over,  and  at  times  when  the  at¬ 
mosphere  is  peculiarly  favorable,  might 
reach  200  or  more  with  distinctness.  It 
has  been  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  a 
large  circle  of  friends,  and  stimulated 
many  minds  to  search  philosophy  and  as¬ 
tronomy,  as  well  as  turn  their  thoughts 
from  nature  up  to  nature’s  God.  It  may 
truly  be  said  it  was  money  well  invested. 

To  ‘V.’  let  me  say,  that  as  a  perfect 
object-glass  is  the  first  and  all-important 
point  to  look  to,  I  would  advise  him  to 
get  one  of  that  class,  and  just  as  large  as 
his  means  -will  permit.  The  eye-pieces 
you  can  obtain  separately  at  any  time  of 
most  opticians.  The  tube  can  be  made 
of  black  walnut  in  sections  like  staves, 
and  glued  together,  or  it  cau  be  bored 
from  a  solid  piece  aud  turned  in  a  lathe.

The  London  Garden  gives  the  follow¬ 
ing  ns  the  rales  of  the  Royal  Horticultur¬ 
al  Society,  for  the  preservation  of  choice 
fruit  : 

1.  As  the  flavor  of  the  fruit  is  so  easily 
affected  by  heterogeneous  odors,  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  apple  and  iiear 
rooms  should  bo  distinct.  2.  The  walls 
and  the  floor  .should  be  annually  washed 
■with  a  solution  of  quicklime.  3.  The 
room  should  be  perfectly  dry,  with  .os 
uniform  a  temperature  as  practicable, 
and  be  well  ventilated  ;  but  there  should 
not  be  a  through  draft.  4.  Use  the  ut¬ 
most  care  in  gathering  fruit,  handling  as 
little  as  possible.  5.  For  present  use 
fruit  should  be  well  ripened  ;  but  if  for 
long  keeping,  it  is  better,  especially  with 
pears,  that  it  should  not  have  arrived  at 
complete  maturity.  This  point,  howev¬ 
er,  requires  considerable  judgment.  6. 
No  imperfect  fruit  should  be  stored  with 
that  which  is  sound,  and  all  more  or  less 
decayed  specimens  should  be  immediate¬ 
ly  removed.  7.  If  placed  on  shelves, 
the  fruit  should  not  lie  more  than  two 
days,  and  no  straw  should  be  used.  8. 
Where  especially  clear  and  beautiful  spe¬ 
cimens  are  wanted,  they  may  be  packed 
carefully  in  dry  bran,  or  in  layers  of  per¬ 
fectly  dry  cotton  wool,  either  in  closed 
boxes  or  in  large  garden  pots.  Scentless 
sawdust  will  answer  the  same  purpose, 
but  pine  sawdust  is  apt  to  communicate 
an  unpleasant  taste.  9.  With  care,  early 
apples  may  be  kept  till  Christmas,  while 
many  kinds  may  be  preserved  in  perfec¬ 
tion  to  a  second  year. 

The  rules  given  by  American  fruit 
growers  agree  very  well  with  the  above, 
but  make  especial  mention  that  fruit 
rooms  for  slow  ripenmg  should  be  nearly 
dark,  and  the  temperature  low.  Light

A  COMMUNIST  COLONY. 

The  Experiment  in  New  Caledonia. 

•  A  w'riter  from  Australia  gives  some 
interesting  particulars  of  the  growth  of 
the  Communist  Colony  at  New  Caledonia. 
A  cargo  of  French  Communists  has  just 
been  landed  there,  and  some  idea  of  the 
place  which  they  have  selected  for  an 
abode  may  be  t^ely,  as  it  is  only  six 
days  sail  from  Sidney,  from  which  nearly 
all  of  the  provisions  and  suiiplies  needed 
in  the  new  colony  can  be  obtained. 

The  island  was  discovered  in  1774  by 
Cook,  and  both  he  and  Forster,  who  dis¬ 
embarked  at  the  port  now  named  by  the 
French  “  Balade,”  gave  a  most  promis¬ 
ing  account  of  the  natives  and  of  their 
good  feelings  towards  foreigners.  After 
an  interval  of  eighteen  years  the  French 
navigator,  d’Entrecasteaux,  landed  here, 
but  apparently  met  with  not  much  suc¬ 
cess  in  his  efforts  to  conciliate  the  natives. 
In  1843,  Mgr.  Donate  planted  the  cross 
in  Amata,  and  assumed  the  title  of  Bishop 
of  the  diocese  which  now  bears  his  name, 
but  in  1847  his  house  was  pillaged  and 
burnt,  and  he  had  to  transfer  liis  resi¬ 
dence  to  the  so-called  “He  desPuis.” 
It  was  not  till  1853  that  the  French  Gov¬ 
ernment  took  possession  of  the  group  of 
islands  as  a  penal  settlement,  aud  from 
that  day  all  hope  of  reclaiming  or  civiliz¬ 
ing  the  natives  vanished.  Your  French¬ 
man  is  notoriously  a  bad  colonist ;  he  is 
equally  unfortunate  in  his  relations  with 
nations  less  civilized  than  himself. 

The  one  exception  to  this  rule  appears 
to  be  ■the  French  missionai'y,  who  com¬ 
monly  furnishes  a  brilliant  example  of 
devotedness  to  this  sacred  calling  ;  and 
Mgr.  Douare  had  succeeded  in  persuad¬ 
ing  the  natives  to  betake  themselves  to 
agriculture,  and  even  to  build  rough

HEALTH  PARAGRAPHS. 

Fearfnl  Ravages  of  gmaU*pox. 

U.  S.  Consul  D.  J.  W’illiams  has  just 
sent  word  to  San  Francisco  that  the 
small-pox  prevails  in  epidemic  form  at 
many  of  the  seaport  towns  on  that  coast 
between  Valparaiso  and  Panama.  The 
ebnraoter  of  the  disease,  he  says,  is  more 
liernicious  than  ordinary  small-pox,  and 
much  more  destructive  to  life.  The  letter 
continues :  “In  one  hospital  at  Santiago, 
Chili,  out  of  fifty-eight  patients  entered 
in  one  week,  fifty-six  died,  and  as  there 
are  eight  or  ten  such  hospitals  in  that 
city,  you  can  conceive  of  its  destructive¬ 
ness.  Tho  disease  is  making  its  way 
steadily  to  Callao.  We  have  many  cases 
not  of  epidemic  form  in  the  hospitals. 
The  entire  negligence  which  prevails 
among  the  authorities  in  all  Spanish- 
American  towns  in  sanitary  affairs,  gives 
this  disease  and  yellow  fever  a  greater 
field  to  spread  over  than  they  otherwise 
would  have  if  the  necessary  precautions 
were  taken.” 

Getting  to  Sleep. 

We  have  tried  many  experiments  to  in¬ 
duce  sleep.  Thp  very  best  method  we 
have  yet  discovered  is  that  of  counting. 
Breathe  deeply  and  slowly  (without  any 
straining  effort),  and  with  every  respira¬ 
tion  count  one,  two,  three,  etc. ,  up  to  a 
hundred.  Some  person.s  will  be  asleep 
before  they  count  fifty  in  this  manner. 
Others  will  count  ten,  twenty,  or  thirty, 
and  then  forget  themselves  and  cease 
counting.  Very  few  persons  can  count  a 
hundred  and  find  themselves  awake  ; 
but  should  this  happen,  repeat  the  dose 
until  cured. — Scietice  of  Health.

Almost  always  depends  upon  an  ill 
condition  of  the  stomach  from  overeating, 
and  may  bo  promptly  relieved  by  drink¬ 
ing  a  teacnp  full  of  water,  a  little  warm, 
every  five  minutes,  until  the  stomach  is 
so  full  of  water  that  a  feather  or  finger  in 
the  throat  ■will  give  an  effectual  discharge 
of  all  the  stomach  contains. 

If  it  is  simply  a  nervous  affection,  sit 
in  hot  water  for  fifteen '  minutes  ;  the 
good  effects  are  sometimes  increased  if 
some  carbonate  of  soda  is  put  in  the  wa¬ 
ter,  one  ounce  to  two  gallons.

MUSIC  IN  OUR  COLLEGES. 

(From  the  ‘Evening Mail.’] 

No  people  in  the  world  have  a  keener 
apjireciation  of  good  music  than  our  own 
couutiymen,  but  they  are  lacking  in  cul- 


cost  of  motive  power, 
boat  can  bring  twice  as  much  produce  to 
market  in  a  season  as  heretofore,  and 
consequently  can  carry  much  cKeaper. 

If,  however,  the  use  of  steam  instead 
of  horses  on  canals  only  produces  this 
benefit,  it  will  fall  far  abort  of  ■what  might 
be  realized  from  it.  It  will  set  free  the 
tow  paths  on  the  banks  as  ready  graded 
and  drained  road  beds  to  be  used  for 
produce  railways.  A  track  on  each  s^e 
of  a  canal,  to  be  used  Summer  and  Win¬ 
ter  by  trains  running  in  one  direction  on 
one  side,  and  the  opposite  direction  on 
the  other  side,  at  a  speed  of  twelve  or 
fourteen  miles  an  hour,  would,  we  are 
convinced,  be  a  far  more  efficient  and 
economical  method  of  carrying  freight 
than  even  steam  navigation  on  the  canal. 
The  distance  would  ^  accomplished  by 
rail  in  about  one-fonrth  of  the  time  of 
the  propeller,  and  the  consequent  saving 
in  interest  and  insurance  would  pay  any 
difference  in  freight.  Besides  the  rails 
would  have  an  immense  advantage  of  be¬ 
ing  available  all  the  year  round,  while 
the  canal  is  available  for  little  more  than 
half  of  it  in  these  latitudes.  With  both 
modes  of  transportation  going  on,  the 
Erie  Canal  might  long  continue  the  main 
route  for  the  teansportation  of  heavy 
freight  both  ways  between  the  Atlantic 
and  the  West ;  and  its  produce  railroad 
would  soon  have  extensions  eastward  to 
New  York,  and  westward  to  the  Missis¬ 
sippi,  or  Iwyond. — Daily  Wiltiess.

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THE  GEYSERS  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

By  BeT.  F.  M.  Dimmick. 

Dear  Eeangelitt :  —  After  the  midday 
luBoh  I  went  down  into  Piuton  Canyon, 
winning  neariy  east  and  west  in  front  of 
the  hotei.  I  found  myseif  in  a  new  worid, 
and  amid  new  sensations.  The  boiiing 
^icln^,  and  the  hissing  steam,  and  the  voi- 
oanio  r.  ahes,  and  igneous  rock  aii  around, 
led  one  to  feel  that  not  far  away  in  the 
depths  of  the  earth  were  forces  at  work 
whioh,  if  not  under  the  curbing  iaw  and 
power  of  the  Great  Ruler,  would  quickly 
woriL  mischief  irreparable  to  this  fair  world 
of  ours.  I  looked  into  some  of  these 
strings  amid  the  heat,  and  crossed  and  re> 
oroes^  Piuton,  or  Great  Sulphur  Creek, 
took  a  hot  bath  at  the  bath-house,  and 
then  came  back  refreshed,  to  wait  the  time 
of  a  fuller  exploration.  Starting  out  about 
•  4.  P.  M.,  accompanied  by  a  guide,  so  that 

we  could  get  around  before  the  six  o’clock 
dinner  of  California,  we  made  the  circuit  of 
the  Springs.  There  is  a  high  range  of 
mountains  on  either  side  of  the  canyon, 
whioh  run  down  end  come  together  at  the 
creek.  These  mountains  are  from  2000  to 
3000  feet  in  height  at  their  summits,  though 
the  foot  hills  which  line  the  canyon,  may 
not  in  their  peaks  and  jutting  points  be 
more  than  half  that  elevation.  The  Great 
Geyser  Canyon  opens  into  the  Piuton  Can¬ 
yon,  and  into  Piuton  Creek,  which  is  near¬ 
ly  100  feet  below,  and  stands  directly  oppo¬ 
site  the  hotel,  and  from  the  hotel  we  can 
look  right  into  it  across  on  the  other  side, 
as  it  comes  from  a  higher  elevation  from 
the  opening  mountain. 

In  canyon  are  the  most  wonderful 
things  which  nature  furnishes  in  this  r^ion. 
The  visitor  is  conducted  down  the  bank  by 
a  winding  passage,  and  across  the  bridge 
(foot-bridge)  over  the  Piuton  Creek,  and 
than  begins  the  ascent  of  the  true  Geyser 
Canyon.  The  scenery  is  wild,  picturesque, 
and  grand  in  the  extreme.  Here  the  phi¬ 
losopher  and  the  learned  must  pause,  and 
stand  in  awe  before  the  dread  secrets 
which  nature  has  locked  in  her  own  hand, 
and  which  she  refuses  to  yield  up  to  the 
analysis  of  man’s  research  and  science.  It 
is  true,  not  more  wonderful  than  the  life 
which  is  locked  up  in  the  grain  of  wheat  or 
of  com,  but  more  startling  since  more  im- 
oommon,  and  since  here  we  are  forced  to 
catch  something  of  the  mighty  forces  which 
nature  has  ever  at  her  command.  Surely 
there  is  a  wonder-working  God ! 

Before  crossing  Piuton  Greek,  we  come  to 
the  Iron  Springs ;  and  then  on  the  other 
side  we  reach  in  order  the  white  sulphur, 
and  the  black,  and  red  and  blue,  and  an 
endless  variety  almost  of  other  mineral 
qndngs.  Here  is  the  ‘  ‘  Eyewater  Spring  ” ; 
there  the  Soda  Spring,  at  a  temperature  of 
about  73  deg. ;  farther  on  up  the  Geyser 
Canyon  we  find  the  tepid  alum  and  iron  at 
27  deg.;  then  the  “Medicated  Geysers’ 
Bath”  —  temperature  88  deg. — containing 
ammonia,  epsom  salts,  magnesia,  sulphur, 
and  iron.  There  we  find  springs  of  boiling 
alum  and  sulphur,  which  at  our  elevation 
stand  at  156  deg. ;  and  likewise  the  boiling 
Mack  sulphur  near  it.  Epsom  Salts  Springs 
has  a  temperature  of  146  deg.,  and  within 
six  feet  one  of  iron,  sulphur,  and  salts  at 
212  deg. ;  then  a  boiling  black  sulphur 
spring,  called  the  “Devil’s  Inkstand,” 
(xmtinually  blowing,  roaring,  and  tearing. 
As  we  wander  on  over  igneous  rocks,  heat¬ 
ed  ground,  and  thick  deposits  of  sulphur, 
salts,  ammonia,  tartarie  acid,  magnesia, 
Ao..  we  reach  the  “Witches’  Caldron,” 
whioh  is  ov^  seven  feet  in  diameter,  and 
said  to  be  of  unknown  depth,  and  probably 
the  mouth  of  an  Ancient  volcano.  They 
say  they  have  sounded  it  to  the  depth  of 
1200  feet,  and  found  no  bottom ;  in  fact, 
they  think  the  bottom  has  fallen  put,  and 
that  the  witches  have  free  access  to  the  re¬ 
gions  beyond !  The  contents  are  thrown  up 
some  two  feet  in  a  state  of  great  ebullition, 
and  are  a  kind  of  semi-liquid,  black  as  ink 
(the  nitrate  of  sulphur),  and  contrasts  fine¬ 
ly  with  the  white  vapor  rising  from  it.  It 
is  said  to  be  extremely  hot,  and  will  cook 
an  egg  hard  in  one  n^ute.  It  is  placed 
from  295  deg.  to  a  much  higher  tempera¬ 
ture.  All  thermometers  at  once  break,  they 
teU  us,  when  plunged  into  the  hottest  part 
of  the  boiling  caldron.  Opposite  this,  and 
only  a  few  feet  away,  is  a  boiling  alum 
^rlng  at  176  deg.,  and  within  twelve  feet  is 
an  intermittent  spring,  from  which  issue 
steam  and  Jets  of  boiling  water.  But  the 
glory  of  all  perhaps,  if  incessant  puffing 
and  wheezing  and  steaming  are  to  be  taken 
astheguage,  is  the  “Steamboat  Geyser,” 
resounding  like  a  high-pressure  boat  blow¬ 
ing  off  steam.  Just  above  this  Geyser  the 
gulch  divides,  and  up  the  left  or  western 
one,  are  very  hot  springs,  of  which  the  most 
Important  is  the  scalding  steam  iron  bath 
ai  183  deg.  At  an  elevation  of  150  feet  above 
this  is  a  tenacious  clay  at  a  temperature  all 
through  it  of  at  least  167  d^.,  and  whence 
you  have  a  fine  outlook  down  the  canyon 
over  all  this  terrible  commotion,  and  on  to 
the  mountains  beyond.  This  outlook  may 
— bo'taken  from  what  is  called  the  “  Devil’s 
Pulpit,”  or  from  thp  bank  Just  above  on  the' 
tight.  The  roar,  the  steam,  the  subterra¬ 
nean  groans,  and  the  bubbling  of  100  boil¬ 
ing  springs  of  every  kind  of  medication, 
whUe  the  steam  ascends,  more  or  less,  all 
around  you,  is  a  sight  not  often  witnessed, 
and  never  to  be  forgotten. 

FoUowing  the  usually  travelled  path,  we 
pass  over  the  “  mountain  of  fire,”  with  100 
ocifiees,  thence  through  the  “Alkali  Lake,’’ 
whioh  at  every  step  tells  us  that  beneath 
the  ground  is  hollow,  and  the  crust  which 
hoids  us  from  heats  and  fires  unknown  to 
asortal  ken,  is  very  thin  I  White  Sulphur 
Svrings,  very  clear,  and  up  to  the  boiling 
point,  are  next  in  order.  On  every  foot  of 
ground  we  had  troddm  thus  far  nearly,  the 
stystalline  products  of  this  unceasing  ac¬ 
tion  in  nature’s  great  laboratory,  abounded. 
Alum,  magnesia,  tartaric  acid,  epsom  salts, 
ammonia,  nitre,  iron,  and  sulphur,  were  to 
he  found  everywhere.  Issuing  from  a  thou¬ 
sand  orifices,  we  find  hot  scalding  steam 
escaping,  and  forming  most  beautiful  de¬ 
posits  of  atyowy  sulphur  crystals.  On  the 
return  down  from  the  forks  of  the' canvpn, 
we  reach  the  “  Devil’s  Teakettle,”  wmch 
was  the  first  thing  I  heard  when  coming 
down  the  mountain,  on  the  other  side  of ! 
the  ravine,  to  the  Geyser  Hotel.  But  man 
has  helped  the  Devil  to  make  the  most  of 
the  noise  in  this  ravine,  as  well  as  in  the 
worid  at  large.  'The  steam  escapes  here 
with  great  force,  as  it  does  in  many  other 
places;  but  man  has  thrust  down  a  lead 
pipe  into  the  open  throat  of  the  orifice,  and 
put  an  iron  whistle  for  the  steam  to  blow 
into,  iriilch  may  be  heard  for  many  milee 
around.  But  it  is  quite  aggravating  at  first 
to  learn  that  this  is  not  nature’s  whistle, 
but  man’s. 

But  desolation,  and  fire,  and  steam,  and 
brimstone,  do  not  reign  supreme  even 
here;  since  grass,  wild  lavmider,  flowers, 
shrubs,  and  huge  trees  grow  all  through 
these  canyons,  and  often  on  the  very  edge 
of,  and  overlooking  theseseething  caldrons. 


We  have  oaks,  pines,  sycamores,  willow, 
alder,  and  bey  (the  latter  the  “California 
laurel,”)  thirty  inchet  in  diameter;  also 
madrona,  manzanita,  sugar  maple,  and 
spice  bush,  and  many  other  varieties.  The 
terms  are  very  suggestive,  and  quite  ap¬ 
propriate,  it  would  seem,  when  viewed  from 
the  fallen  side  of  human  nature— the  terms 
which  are  appUed  to  the  varioufi  places 
here :  “  Devil’s  Seat,  DevU’s  Inkstand,  Dev- 
U’s  Laboratory,  Devil’s  Pulpit,  Devil’s  Tea¬ 
kettle,  the  Devil’s  Blowpipe,”  and  the  like. 
The  chalybeate  and  sulphur  baths,  both 
steam  and  hot  water,  are  said  to  bo  very 
good  antidotes  to  the  rheumatism ;  and  the 
Tartaric  Acid  Spring  is  reputed  to  be  good 
for  the  cure  of  dyspepsia. 

The  guide,  an  Intelligent  German,  has 
put  up  in  small  vials  ten  different  specimens 
of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  miner¬ 
als  and  mineral  waters,  and  packed  and  lar 
belled  them  all  ready  for  the  satchel  of  the 
tourist.  They  are  as  follows : 

1.  Epsom  Salts. 

3.  Alum. 

3.  Devil’s  Ink  (nitrate  of  sulphur). 

4.  Magnesia. 

5.  Alum  Water. 

6.  Eye  Water  (alum,  iron,  and  sulphur). 

7.  Sulphur  Crystals. 

8.  Copperas. 

9.  Iron  Water. 

10.  Cinnabar  (quicksilver  ore). 

Near  the  hotel  in  Piuton  Canyon  is  the 
“Acid  Spring,”  which,  sweetened  with  su¬ 
gar,  has  something  of  the  taste  of  lemon¬ 
ade. 

About  one  mile  and  a  half  down  the 
creek  is  the  so-called  “Indian  Bath  Spring,’’ 
from  the  fact  that  the  Indians  for  many 
years  carried  their  sick  there  to  be  healed. 
Over  the  “Devil’s  Teakettle,”  the  Indians 
in  former  days  had  a  little  stone  house; 
where  they  closed  themselves  up  to  be  cured 
by  hot  steam-baths.  But  I  must  defer  fur¬ 
ther  particulars  descriptive  of  the  Geyser 
trip,  till  next  time.  It  is  now  time  to  make 
ready  for  our  departure  for  Galistoga  and 
the  “Petrified  Forest.”.

PRESBYTERIAL  INSTITUTE. 

A  Sabbath-school  Normal  Institute  was 
held  in  the  Central  church,  Wilmington, 
Del.  (Rev.  J.  P.  Conkey  pastor).  Sept.  23d 
and  24th.  It  was  conducted  by  J.  Bennet 
Tyler,  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school 
department.  It  was  not  denominational. 
Yet  it  was  Presbyterian,  and  was  of  course 
sound,  sensible,  and  practical.  Brethren  of 
other  churches  came  in  and  took  part  in 
the  services.  Some  forty  schools  were  rep¬ 
resented.  The  first  evening  was  devoted  to 
brief  pointed  addresses  by  the  conductor, 
and  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Snyder,  donkey,  Moore, 
and  Boing.  It  was  a  capital  meeting. 

Tuesday  was  very  fully  occupied  by  ad¬ 
dresses  from  Messrs.  Johns,  Schofield,  and 
Marks,  and  by  Rev.  Dr.  Crowell,  and  by 
Bible  class  and  blackboard  exercises  by  the 
conductor.  ‘  Elements  of  the  Teacher’s 
power,’  ‘  Teacher's  helps,’  ‘  Sabbath-school 
success,’  *  Spiritualizing  the  school,’  and 
such  like  topics,  were  treated  in  a  way 
which  cannot  fail  to  be  of  practical  value 
to  the  large  number  of  teachers  present. 
Delaware  and  a  part  of  Maryland  were  rep¬ 
resented,  and  a  large  number  of  the  pastors 
were  present,  and  participated  in  the  exer¬ 
cises.  Rev.  Mr.  Boing  gave  a  graphic  ac¬ 
count  of  the  missionary  work  in  Federals- 
burgh.  Two  years  ago  there  was  no  Sun¬ 
day-school  library  in  the  town,  and  hardly 
a  school.  Now  they  have  two  large  schools, 
and  each  a  library  of  400  volumes,  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Presbyterian  Board  of 
Publication.  Mr.  Boing  goes  out  into  the 
woods  and  preaches  to  them  in  booths  and 
tents,  and  in  turn  a  large  number  of  the 
people  now  come  to  church  each  Sunday, 
ten  mil^  by  flat-boat. 

Federalsburgh  is  not  a  number  one  local¬ 
ity  in  point  of  healthfuiness.  Mr.  Boing 
did  not  expect  to  live  but  three  years  when 
he  went  there,  but  now  he  fully  intends  to 
live  twenty  years  at  least.  May  he  live  a 
hundred  years,  and  never  grow  old,  and 
may  the  men  be  multiplied  in  our  Church 
who  are  willing  to  go  into  the  highways 
and  hedges,  and  swamps  and  prairies. 

This  Institute  was  a  success.  It  was 
largely  attended,  and  an  excellent  spirit 
was  manifested  throughout.  Great  credit 
is  due  to  the  Rev.  G.  P.  Mallery,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  of  Presbytery,  and 
to  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Conkey,  pastor  of  the  (Cen¬ 
tral  church,  and  to  the  local  committee. 
We  hail  this  as  the  beginning  of  better 
thing^s  for  our  Church.  Maybe  the  time 
has  come,  1,  for  Presbyteries  to  give  the 
Sabbath-schools  a  more  distinct  and  defi¬ 
nite  ecclesiastical  recognition.  2.  For  our 
churches  to  give  them  a  more  thorough 
and  careful  supervision  and  control.  3.  To 
give  at  all  suitable  times,  to  parents,  and 
especially  to  teachers,  the  aid  and  benefit 
of  the  counsel  of  oiu:  wisest  and  best  pas¬ 
tors  and  laymen  in  an  associated  capacity. 

The  new  Sabbath-school  department  is 
now  fairly  and  successfully  laimched,  and 
is  affording  the  needed  channel  for  inter¬ 
change  of  methods  and  experience.  We 
notice  that  the  Board  of  Publicarion  will 
issue  January  1,  in  addition  to  “  Notes  on 
the  International  Topics,”  by  Dr.  Jacobus, 
a  monthly  periodical  devoted  in  part  to 
Sabbath-school  matters.  It  will  be  sold  to 
clubs  at  fifty  cents,  and  will  contain  con¬ 
densed  practical  hints  to  teachers  on  the 
same  lesson.  I.

The  Parochial  Critic  of  London  comes 
to  us  with  attention  called  to  the  following 
communication — ^which  certainly  presents 
an  example  and  carries  a  eulogy  which 
need  no  prefatory  emphasis  of  ours : 

To  tbe  Editor  (rf  the  Peroehlel  Critic  and  HetropoUUn 
Press: 

Sir, — In  yonr  issue  of  this  day  I  find  a  state¬ 
ment  about  Mr.  Gladstone  not  quite  correctly 
related,  by  an  American.  As  the  incident  is 
known  to  few  persons  in  this  country,  perhaps 
yon  will  allow  me  to  state  the  circumstances. 

I  Some  years  since  a  District  Visitor,  making 
her  calls  among  the  poor,  found  in  the  top  room 
of  a  house  an  old  man,  very  poor,  who  had  that 
morning  been  struck  down  by  sickness.  His 
aged  Bister,  whom  he  supported,  eat  with  him. 
The  old  man’s  trouble  was  extreme  because 
they  had  no  money,  and  he,  the  bread-winner 
(a  crossing-sweeper),  was  unable  to  move.  Af¬ 
ter  awhile  he  said  to  the  lady,  who  had  been 
trying  to  comfort  them, — “  I  know  a  gentleman 
who  will  help  me  if  he  knows  I  am  ill ;  ho  often 
gives  me  something  at  my  crossing.”  “  Who  is 
the  gentleman  ?”  asked  the  lady.  “  I  don’t 
know  his  name,  but  he  lives  near  my  crossing 
and  the  old  man  described  the  house,  which  the 
the  lady  on  calling  there  found  to  be  Mr.  Glad¬ 
stone’s.  A  message  was  sent  that  some  one 
would  call,  and  in  the  course  of  the  day  both 
Mr.  Gladstone  and  his  daughter  called  upon 
the  old  man.  He  rendered  him  every  assist¬ 
ance,  sending  him  nourishment  by  Miss  Glad¬ 
stone,  visiting,  and  more  than  that,  as  you  say, 
praying  with  him.  After  lingering  some  time 
the  poor  man  died.  On  the  morning  of  his 
death  the  District  Visitor  arrived  just  before 
Mr.  Gladstone.  A  Dissenting  Minister  bad  been 


vainly  endeavoring  to  console  the  poor  sister 
with  commonplace  exhortations ;  but  I  am  told 
that  it  was  most  touching  to  observe  how  soon 
the  few  words  spoken  by  Mr.  Gladstone  found 
their  way  to  the  heart  of  the  poor  woman,  for 
in  him  she  recognized  one  who  had  been  as  a 
brother  in  their  afiliction,  and  though  her  tears 
fiowed  fast,  his  soothing  words  had  lightened 
half  her  load. 

This  occurred  at  a  time  when  Mr.  Gladstone 
was  fully  invested  in  official  work,  and  is,  I 
conceive,  an  event  reflecting  upon  him  the 
highest  honor ;  for  was  he  not  following  in  the 
path  of  Hiqi“who  bare  our  sicknesses?” — I 
am.

But  very  few  Sabbaths 
have  passed  during  these  twenty-eight  years 
when  I  have  been  a  hearer.  It  has  been  my 
duty  and  privilege  to  preach  almost  con¬ 
stantly  ;  but  with  bow  little  faith  and  zeal ! 

Shall  I  prize  the  Gospel  more,  and  be 
more  intent  and  earnest  in  preaching  it 
when  I  am  restored.  The  time  is  short. 
How  will  it  be  when  I  am  laid  aside,  and  can 
do  this  blessed  work  no  more?  Shall  I  say, 
let  it  be  as  seemeth  good  to  Him,  who  by 
His  grace  put  me  into  the  ministry  ?  Shall 
I  learn  to  have  a  deep  sympathy  for  my 
brethren,  who  preach  under  physical  disa¬ 
bilities,  and  are  sometimes  laid  aside  from 
their  work  by  sickness  ?  Shall  I  sympathize 
more  with  the  sick  and  afflicted  in  my  con¬ 
gregation  ;  be  more  instant  in  my  attentions, 
and  more  faithfully  point  them  to  the  great 
source  of  comfort  and  hope  ? 

The  Lord  provides  saving  truth  for  His 
people.  A  young  man  from  a  neighboring 
church,  who  came  to  visit  our  Sabbath- 
school,  read  very  impressively  a  sermon  by 
the  ^  late  Prof.  Seelye  of  Union  College,  on 
“  Lead  me  to  the  Rock  that  is  higher  than  I.  ” 
Several  persons  expressed  themselves  as  in¬ 
terested  and  profited  by  it. 

I  hope  to  be  able  to  preach  next  Sabbath. 
If  so,  how  short  and  gentle  the  Divine  disci¬ 
pline.

CURRENT  EVENTS. 

Washington  Items. 

The  President  was  waited  upon  by  a  dele¬ 
gation  of  Sioux  Indians  on  the  28th,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Uncapapas,  Blackfeet,  and  Upper 
and  Lower  Yankton.  The  Indians  were  attir¬ 
ed  in  paint  and  feathers  in  abundance.  Af¬ 
ter  they  bad  shaken  hands  with  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  he  inquired  if  there  was  anything  spe¬ 
cial  which  they  desired  to  say  to  him.  The 
spokesman  of  the  party  stepped  to  the  front, 
and  through  an  interpreter  said  he  never 
had  anything  against  the  white  man.  “  You 
sent  for  me  before,  but  I  did  not  like  to 
come  ;  you  sent  for  me  again,  and  I  come. 
Since  I  have  seen  you,  I  have  been  pleased. 
We  want  room  at  our  reservation,  and  don’t 
want  to  be  crowded.  We  will  mind  the 
Groat  Father  and  do  what  he  tells  us.  Your 
people  (meaning  the  Indians)  ore  all  work¬ 
ing,  but  are  poor.” 

The  President  said  he  would  like  to  sec 
them  on  fertile  lauds,  where  it  would  be  easy 
for  all  to  make  a  living,  and  when  they  should 
be  willing  to  go  on  such  lauds,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  would  send  them,  and  teach  them  to 
build  houses.  Their  young  men  especially 
should  be  instructed. 

The  Indians  decidedly  objected  to  going 
off  the  reservation,  and  the  President  said  he 


I  would  not  force  them  to  go  ;  which  seemed 
to  please  the  Indians,  who,  after  another 
hand  shaking,  departed. 

Monament  to  a  Revolutionary  Hero. 

The  monument  to  the  memory  of  Bai^on 
Steuben,  of  Revolutionary  fame,  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  which  was  laid  in  June,  1870,  at 
Steuben,  about  three  miles  from  Remsen, 
on  the  Black  river  railway,  was  unveiled 
with  due  ceremonies  on  the  30th  ult. — Mon¬ 
day  lost— as  we  learn  from  a  Utica  telegram 
io  The  Times.  The  old  German  “Continent¬ 
al  ”  was  originally  buried  in  the  woods,  in 
a  spot  unknown  tq  ubj  heirs,  who 

had  strict  injunctions  not  to  disclose  or  dis¬ 
turb  the  locality  on  pain  of  disinheritance. 
But,  as  Mr.  Seymour  told  in  his  speech,  the 
construction  of  a  road  immediately  over 
the  spot  made  it  necessary  to  remove  the 
precious  relics  to  their  present  resting  place. 
So  the  secret  was  out  Some  time  after.  Col. 
Walker,  the  Baron’s  heir,  left  to  the  Welch 
Baptist  Society,  having  a  church  near,  fifty 
acres  of  land,  with  the  understanding  that 
they  should  preserve  in  its  native  grandeur 
and  wildness  the  five  acres  of  forest  in  which 
Von  Steuben’s  remains  are  now  deposited. 
Not  a  twig  is  ever  to  be  broken  nor  a  leaf 
to  be  disturbed  in  this  grove,  which  must  be, 
and  is,  fenced  in  for  all  time  to  come.  The 
remote,  rustic  spot,  with  its  substantial 
monument,  is  thus  described  : 

Shut  in  from  the  world  by  a  rude  stake- 
fence,  overshadowed  by  lofty  trees,  around 
whose  gnarled.trunks  creep  innumerable  ten¬ 
sile  of  vines,  stands  a  solid  piece  of  rough 
limestone  masonry,  which  has  a  founda¬ 
tion  eight  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  earth. 
It  is  fourteen  feet  square,  of  single  blocks  of 
stone,  surmounted  by  other  smooth  blocks 
of  finer  material,  rising  to  a  height  of  about 
nineteen  feet.  The  summit  is  ten  feet  square. 
The  single  word  ‘Steuben,’  surrounded  by  a 
wreath,  is  carved  on  the  western  face  of  file 
structure.  On  the  opposite  side  are  a  plain 
crown  and  shield,  and  around  the  top  on  a 
frieze  are  twelve  stars — three  on  each  face. 
The  upper  structure  is  composed  of  a  solid 
block,  seven  feet  four  inches  square  at  the 
base,  two  feet  high,  tapering  to  four  feet 
square,  topped  by  tapering  cap-stone  about 
three  feet  high  at  its  centre.  The  stone  bear¬ 
ing  the  name  “William  Augustus  Frederick, 
Baron  Von  Steuben,”  which  marked  the  old 
grave,  has  been  buried  over  the  remains  of 
this  illustrious  patriot  immediately  beneath 
the  monument.  Here  lie  the  bones  of  the  old 
German  tactician  who  aided  Gen.  Washing¬ 
ton  in  the  reorganization  of  his  almost  de¬ 
moralized  forces. 

There  were  present  large  delegations  from 
Utica,  with  several  representatives  of  the 
press  and  German  societies  of  New  York. 
A  line  of  wagons  nearly  three  miles  long, 
extending  from  Remsen  to  the  monument, 
were  furnished  by  farmers  for  the  convey¬ 
ance  of  visitors.  The  Citizens’  Corps  of 
Utica  guarded  the  speakers’  stand  at  the* 
monument.  About  4000  persons  were  pres- 
'  ent.  Mayor  Butterfield  of  Utica  was  the 
chairman,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Owen  F.  Perry,  after  which  followed 
the  presentation  of  the  monument  to  the 
people  of  America  by  Carl  Sixtus  Eapff  of 
j  New  York,  on  behalf  of  the  Steuben  Monu- 
'  ment  Association.  As  Mr.  Kapfi  concluded 
the  ceremony  of  presentation,  the  clouds 
cleared  away  for  an  instant,  and  a  single 
shaft  of  sunshin#'  fell  on  the  monument. 
Ex-Gov.  Seymour  received  the  monument 
on  hehalf  of  the  people,  and  addresses  were 
made  by  the  Hon.  Ellis  H.  Roberts  in  Eng¬ 
lish,  and  the  Hon.  W.  Barth  in  German. 
The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Brown,  President  of  Hamilton  College. 
Polltleal  Movements. 

In  Massachusetts,  according  to  the  Spring, 
field  RepuUiean,  it  is  still  undecided  whether 
Mr.  Sumner  remains  the.  Liberal  candidate 
for,govemor.  His  friends  are  waiting  bis 
consideration  of  the  circumstances  under 
which  he  was  nominated  ;  but  if  he  persists 
in  declining,  it  seems  now  more  likely  than 
ever  that  Mr.  Bird  will  take  his  place  upon 
the  ticket  Mr.  Gooch  has  been  put  in  nom¬ 
ination  by  the  republicans  against  Gen. 
Banks  in  the  fifth  district,  and  in  others  that 
party  are  not  disposed  to  compromise  at  all 
with  the  “Liberals,”  The  Liberal  Demo¬ 
cratic  cause  is  supposed  to  be  looking  more 
hopeful  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Greeley’s 
recent  political  tour  to  the  West,  and  Gov¬ 
ernor  Curtin’s  accession  to  the  party  so  far 
08  the  State  ticket  of  Pennsylvania  is  con¬ 
cerned.  Mr.  Greeley  certainly  received  very 
hearty  welcomes  at  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati, 
Louisville,  and  Indianapolis.  Ho  reached 
home  just  at  the  close  of  the  week,  declaring 
that  he  should  not  speak  any  more  during 
the  campaign. 

PlSaSONAL  AND  NRWS  ITRMS. 

The  Japanese  ship  San  Sai  Maru,  Captain 
Allen  Moore,  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on 
Sept.  18th,  from  Yokohama,  with  a  cargo  of 
rice.  The  officers  of  the  vessel  are  white 
men,  and  the  crew  are  Japanese.  Japan  is 
making  such  rapid  strides  toward  civiliza¬ 
tion  that  the  public  will  not  be  surprised  to 
learn  of  a  new  feature  in  her  mercantile  ma¬ 
rine,  to  wit,  the  cadet  system.  On  hoard  of 
the  San  Sai  Mam  are  a  number  of  young 
Japanese,  some  of  them  relatives  of  high  offi¬ 
cials,  who  are  learning  the  theory  and  prac¬ 
tice  of  navigation,  and  are  ranked  as  cadets. 

In  the  case  of  Mrs.  Fair  of  San  Francisco, 
on  trial  for  the  assassination  of  CoL  Critten¬ 
den,  the  jury  after  considering  the  matter 
for  nearly  sixty  hours  rendered  a  verdict  on 
Monday  morning  last  of  acquittal.  The 
telegram  informs  us  that  ,Mrs.  Fair  fainted 
on  the  announcement,  and  also. that  “the 
verdict  excites  no  surprise  on  account  of  the 
inferior  character  of  the  jnry.”  A  morning 
paper  thus  comments  upon  the  result : 

“She  owes  her  acquittal  to  her  beauty. 
If  she  had  been  a  hard-working  washer¬ 
woman,  with  irregular  features  and  a  tanned 
complexion,  she  would  probably  have  been 
strung  up  without  Judge  or  jury.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  Mrs.  Fair  will  now  faU  in  love 
with  some  one  of  the  jury  who  acquitted  her. 
If  the  juryman  selected  by  her  thinks  more 
of  his  wife  than  he  does  of  Mrs.  Fair,  it  will 
then  be  proper,  according  to  his  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  California  law,  for  Mrs.  Fair  to  blow 
his  brains  out.  We  hope  she  will  do  it.” 

There  is  much  excitement  in  the  oil  re¬ 
gions  of  Pennsylvania,  and  it  is  telegraphed 
that  much  feeling  prevails  over  the  move¬ 
ment  to  suspend  the  production  of  oil.  De¬ 
spatches  from  the  districts  generally  show 
that  the  movement  is  universal,  and  there 
was  probably  not  ^ver  fifty  wells  producing 
at  the  close  of  September.  From  some  lo¬ 
calities  it  is  reported  that  violence  has  been 
resorted  to  in  carrying  out  the  measure. 
Well  rigs  have  been  barred  and  engines  de¬ 
stroyed  by  sledge  hammers,  and  the  oil  tanks 
tapped.  Some  are  still  strongly  holding  out 
against  it,  but  it  is  thought  they  will  yield. 
The  effect  of  this  speculative  movement  is 
already  apparent  in  an  advance  of  prices.

FORBION. 

The  Brazilian  elections  have  gone  in  favor 
of  the  government.  The  dispute  with  the  Ar¬ 
gentine  Republic  was  still  unsettled  on  the 
sixth. 

During  the  recent  heavy  gales  in  England, 
the  ship  Nazarene  was  wrecked  off  Formby, 
Lancaster  county,  and  all  on  board  perished. 
Many  other  disasters  at  sea  are  reported. 

The  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  several 
leading  cities  of  England,  have  adopted  reso¬ 
lutions  congratulating  Her  Majesty’s  Gov¬ 
ernment  upon  the  happy  termination  of  the 
Alabama  question.  Copies  of  them  have 
been  sent  to  the  United  States. 

It  is  reported  that  efforts,  which  have  not 
yet  assumed  any  official  form,  are  being  made 
to  require  Messrs.  Laird,  the  constructors  of 
the  Alabama,  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  sum 
awarded  by  the  Geneva  Tribunal. 

Germany  is  using  the  money  that  France 
gives  her  to  pay  off  her  own  war  debts ; 
Senator  Sumner  is  in  Paris  ;  Sheffield,  Eng¬ 
land,  has  had  a  touch  of  snow  ;  Roumauia 
reports  10,000  deaths  from  cholera.  The 
Emperor  of  Germany  has  given  his  consent 
to  farther  proceedings  against  the  ultramon¬ 
tane  Bishop  of  Ermeland.  His  emoluments 
have  been  stopped,  but  he  is  unyielding  in 
his  excommunication  of  the  Old  Catholics. 

The  French  journalist  and  novelist,  Ed¬ 
mund  About,  has  been  released  from  custody 
by  Germany,  without  damage  to  his  body  or 
mind  ;  Gambetta  thinks  it  high  time  to  dis¬ 
solve  the  National  Assembly.  His  fierce  at¬ 
tacks  have  at  last  aroused  the  Government, 
who  denounce  his  speeches  as  ill-timed  and 
indiscreet,  and  calculated  to  keep  the  coun¬ 
try  in  needless  agitation. 

The  republicans  of  Algiers  have  nominat¬ 
ed  Victor  Hugo  for  member  of  the  French 
Assembly. 

Since  the  occupation  of  Metz  by  the  Ger¬ 
man  troops,  the  emigration  from  that  place 
has  been  so  heavy  and  continuous  that  the 
population  is  now  said  to  be  but  one-third  of 
what  it  was  before  the  war. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  occupation  of 
Rome  by  the  Italian  Government,  the  Pope 
condescended  on  the  30th,  to  go  beyond  the 
precincts  of  the  Vatican.  He  went  to  the 
Porta  della  Zecca,  and  walked  about  the  gar¬ 
dens. 

Spain  is  proposing,  in  obedience  to  the 
spirit  of  the  age,  to  economize  her  expendi¬ 
tures  by  catting  off  the  subsidies  to  her  cler¬ 
gy  ;  on  the  26th  the  Spanish  Senate  elected 
Senor  Rivero  President  by  58  to  3. 

The  Carlist  insurgents  who  were  besieging 
the  town  of  Puigeerda  have  disappeared  in 
that  infallible  resort  of  Spanish  insurrection¬ 
ists,  the  Sierras.  The  immediate  occasion  of 
their  stampede  was  the  arrival  of  a  reinforce¬ 
ment  of  300  regular  troops. 

The  Spanish  Government  is  said  to  have 
resolved  upon  submitting  to  other  European 
powers  its  claims  against  the  United  States 
Government  for  damages  sustained  through 
filibustering  expeditions  to  Cuba  from  Amer¬ 
ican  ports. 

The  Saltan  has  despatched  an  aide-dc-camp 
to  the  Viceroy  of  Egypt  with  a  firman  sanc¬ 
tioning  the  Viceroy’s  title  of  Khedive,  and 
making  it  hereditary.  Meantime  the  King 
of  Abyssinia  appeals  to  Europe  to  protect 
him  from  the  threatened  invasion  from 
Egypt. 

St.  Petershurff  follows  Vienna  next  year  in 
a  grand  international  exhibition.

WHAT  IS  LIFE  INSURANCE  ? 

The  purpose  of  Life  insurance  is  very  sim¬ 
ple.

I  take  the  chances  on  you  of  a  short 
life,  and  will  pay  the  $1(X)0  if  your  death 
occurs  to-morrow,  while  it  is  probable  that 
I  may  not  have  to  pay  it  before  you  are  sixty- 
five  years  old !  For  if  you  take  os  much  care 
of  yourself  as  you  would  of  a  full-blooded 
horse,  like  “Longfellow”  or  “Dexter,” 
guarding  yourself  against  ordinary  casual¬ 
ties  and  the  common  causes  of  disease,  you 
can  expect  to  live  thirig-five  years  more.  That  is 
a  fact  which  I  have  discovered  from  a  care¬ 
ful  observation  of  human  lives.  For,  al¬ 
though  the  duration  of  your  individual  life 
is  the  most  uncertain  of  all  things,  and  I 
may  have  to  pay  the  policy  to-morrow,  yet 
the  duration  of  it,  when  averaged  with  a  cer¬ 
tain  number  of  others,  is  absolutely  certain. 
So  that  out  of  this  number,  I  can  tell  with 
some  accuracy,  how  many  will  die  yearly 
until  all  are  dead.  I  expect  you  to  live,  and 
I  take  the  possibility  of  your  living  up  to  the 
full  limit  of  years.  And  that  is  the  theory 
of  Life  Insurance.
